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Proposing Some Objectives for the C. L. A. 


Relative to Catholic Librarianship’ 
By REV. COLMAN J. FARRELL, OSB., President 


CCORDING to the Constitution of the Catholic Library Association 

the object and purpose of this organization is “to initiate, foster, 

and encourage any movement directed toward the progress of Catholic 

Library Work”. This is properly a broad and general statement, which 

stands in need of constant elaboration and clarification in accordance 

with the changing circumstances within our limited sphere of activity 
and the varying resources at our command. 

There seem to be, however, a few broad concepts respecting the 
scope of our activities which are apt to remain rather constant. In this 
category, the following four points might conceivably fall: 

1. The promotion of the interest of Catholic librarians and of 
Catholic libraries. 

2. The promotion of the interests of Catholic readers in libraries 
of all classes. 

3. The promotion of the interests of non-Catholic readers in their 
contacts with Catholic subjects and Catholic literary materials in all 
classes of libraries. 

4. The promotion of higher standards of professional techniques 
in the treatment, administration, and service of Catholic literary materials 
in all classes of libraries. 

The validity of this four-fold statement of the scope of our activities 
and the implications which follow from such a statement may best be 
judged by a brief analysis of the various elements involved. 


CATHOLIC LIBRARIANS IN NON-CATHOLIC LIBRARIES 
Catholic librarians in the service of non-Catholic libraries will look 
to the Catholic Library Association for notable assistance in the areas 
mentioned in points two, three, and four; namely, in the promotion of

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the interests of Catholic readers, in the development of better library 
techniques for the treatment of Catholic subjects and materials, and in 
assisting non-Catholic readers in their study of Catholic subjects and 
materials. Catholic librarians in non-Catholic libraries are naturally 
depended upon by the patrons of the library and by the library staff to 
afford expert assistance in all matters of Catholic interest. 


LIBRARIANS IN CATHOLIC LIBRARIES—LAY LIBRARIANS 


Librarians in Catholic libraries who are not members of religious 
orders will, of course, turn to the Catholic Library Association for aid 
and assistance on a much wider front. They will particularly appreciate 
any efforts the Association makes toward advancing salary standards in 
Catholic libraries; and in the light of the papal encyclicals on social 
problems, it is only fitting that Catholic libraries should set an example 
to non-Catholic libraries by establishing a minimum family living wage 
for their employees. Librarians are no less human beings than are coal 
miners. It seems fitting then that one of the objects of the Catholic 
Library Association should be to advance salary standards in Catholic 
libraries. 

Lay librarians who hope to spend their lives in Catholic library 
service have a right to expect that the Catholic Library Association will 
take every reasonable means to protect them from the necessity of com- 
peting against the products of ill-qualified library training agencies. They 
have a right also to expect that the Association shall keep the administra- 
tors of Catholic educational institutions informed regarding the different 
types of accredited library schools and regarding the limited scope of the 
field of instruction in some of them. 


LIBRARIANS IN CATHOLIC LIBRARIES—RELIGIOUS, 
CLERGYMEN AND LAYMEN 


In respect to librarians in Catholic libraries who are priests or mem- 
bers of religious orders, much needs to be done to improve the status of 
such librarians in the institutions that they serve. A head librarian in a 
Catholic college should rank as they do in non-Catholic colleges on a 
par with the dean of the college or the head of a department. His 
academic and professional training should correspond to that of the dean 
or department head. Randall and Goodrich pointed out already two 
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years ago in their study on College library administration* that the 
time has passed when a college might be satisfied with a librarian who 
lacks a doctor’s degree and the thorough training in research that is 
acquired in working for such a degree. 


Some colleges conducted by religious, while employing trained 
librarians, place the control of the library in the hands of a religious 
devoid of professional training. The major usefulness and value of the 
trained personnel under such a chief is often thereby shorn away. The 
non-professional head librarian assumes the representation of the institu- 
tion in the Catholic professional association, thereby lessening the poten- 
tialities of the association in carrying out effectively its professional re- 
sponsibilities. One of the objects therefore of C. L. A. is to assist Catholic 
educational administrators to recognize the necessity and value of placing 
their libraries in the control of persons who are especially trained for the 
office and are the equals in scholarship, administrative talent, personality 
and physical appearance, of the best in their institutions. 


Those of you who have read the pioneering papers on Catholic 
librarianship prepared by Dr. Foik in the embryonic stages of the life of 
this association will recall that he constantly urged and preached the 
professionalization of Catholic library service and that he sought to im- 
pregnate Catholic librarianship with the highest spiritual ideals. Those 
early efforts have produced fruit a hundred-fold. Nevertheless, the mes- 
sage has not yet reached into many quarters, though his doctrine has been 
repeatedly corroborated and reasserted by the highest authorities in the 
church. It still seems difficult for the officers of the Association to find 
enough trained talent to undertake the work that the Association must 
do through the services of individual members. The practice on a wide 
scale of giving the librarians in Catholic institutions so much work— 
often work that is not related to librarianship—that they can not devote 
some time to activities in the interest of the Association and of the 
library profession is to be deplored. 


It is difficult to call to mind any other field of specialization in which 
collaboration with other specialists is so often the necessary condition of 
successful achievement in the advancement of the profession as a whole. 
It may be safely said that no satisfactory solution of the broader profes- 
sional problems of Catholic libraries is possible without the collaboration

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of the profession at large. At the present time, the most fundamental 
problem of Catholic librarianship is to make Catholic literature more 
readily available; and the only thoroughgoing means of accomplishing 
this first essential lies in the development of the cataloging and classifica- 
tion techniques for Catholic material on the same high standards that 
obtain for other types of printed material. When these techniques have 
been crystallized, then the bibliographical, reference, and book selection 
projects, which are so much needed, can be performed in a manner that 
will stand the test of time from the point of view of good professional form. 


It is, of course, not intended to imply that bibliographical and book 
selection projects should be deferred. On the contrary, the preparation 
of bibliographical tools should be pushed with increasing vigor. A good 
line of Catholic bibliographical tools on several reading levels and a strong 
representation of competent Catholic experts on book selection in the 
A. L. A. will prepare the way for a better representation of Catholic 
titles in the leading book selection aids of the library profession. 


To facilitate the consistent active participation of librarians who are 
members of religious orders in the professional projects of the A. L. A., 
the C. L. A. should meet often with the A. L. A. If this will be done, 
the N. C. E. A.* will find that the C. L. A. will be in a position to afford 
it a more effective assistance in the solution of its library problems than 
has heretofore been possible. This cooperation with the N. C. E. A. is 
of the highest importance, and it is hoped that joint C. L. A—N. C. E. A. 
committees can be established for college libraries, high school libraries, 
elementary school libraries and seminary libraries. For the best results 
a representative of each of these C. L. A. committees will arrange to meet 
with the corresponding N. C. E. A. committee at the annual meeting of 
the N. C. E. A. and a representative of the N. C. E. A. committees will 
arrange to meet with the corresponding C. L. A. committee at the annual 
meeting of the C. L. A. 

To summarize the immediate objectives of librarians of Catholic 
institutions it would appear that the first and most necessary objective 
in this nascent period of Catholic librarianship is to promote more highly 
qualified leadership. This end can be attained by urging Catholic institu- 
tions to place the administrative control of their libraries in the hands 
of librarians who have not only demonstrated exceptional qualifications

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for library administration and general leadership, but also have been 
trained in recognized library schools, and who by their active participa- 
tion in the professional associations and by their writings for the leading 
library journals are becoming increasingly known, respected and in- 
fluential in the profession at large. Schools conducted by religious com- 
munities and limited to the use of community talent for the choice of 
their librarians should select for chief librarian persons with high in- 
tellectual gifts and with the qualifications for leadership. They should be 
given more extensive formal training to make up partially for the wider 
experience which is not open to them. Special care should be taken in 
selecting the professional school which seems to employ the most dis- 
tinguished professors of library science. When Catholic institutions come 
to be staffed with distinguished librarians, the C. L. A. will begin to do 
distinguished work. 

Secondly, it is vitally important that the C. L. A. emphasize the fact 
that when libraries are administered by persons who have had neither 
previous library training nor experience, a complete lack of understanding 
by these administrators of the functions of the library and the qualifica- 
tions needed for library positions will be evident, as has been demonstrated 
by Mr. Charles Brown, Iowa State College, in his study of the libraries 
of land grant colleges.* 

Thirdly, the C. L. A. ought to strive to establish in the minds of 
Catholic educational administrators the principle that librarians (above 
all those destined for major positions in the library) like the members of 
the instructional staff feel the need of continuing study in their fields. 
Why should librarians be the only members of a college faculty who dis- 
continue their formal professional study after a year or two at a pro- 
fessional or graduate school? There are many points about librarianship 
which the C. L. A. has the responsibility of making known to Catholic 
educational administrators. They ought to be informed that library 
school graduates have much to learn before they are fully qualified to fill 
the important positions of librarians of college and university libraries, 
or of instructors in library schools. They ought to be informed that the 
assignment of a member of the instructional staff to duties in the library, 
or of the assignment of a librarian to instructional work (other than 
library or bibliographic courses) is wholly inconsistent with the duties

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required of the head of a functioning library; that the salaries paid to 
heads of libraries should correspond with the salaries paid the deans or 
the group of most highly paid full professors; that the previous experience 
of the chief librarians should have been in important positions in ably 
administered libraries of more than 100,000 volumes; that library service 
even in its more Catholic aspects is profoundly influenced by the pro- 
fession as a whole and that consequently it is of tremendous importance 
that facilities be provided Catholic librarians to assume important duties 
and positions in the professional associations and for regular attendance 
at the meetings of these associations. 


According to The Tabloid Scientist,* organ of the Catholic Round 
Table of Science, twenty-seven papers by Catholic scientists were read at 
the 1937 meeting of the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science and among the institutional exhibits were three from Catholic 
institutions of research. May we dare to look forward to the day when 
Catholic librarians and Catholic libraries will match this admirable show- 
ing on the part of Catholic scientists. 


EDITORIAL NOTE 


THE CATHOLIC LIBRARY WORLD, entering its tenth 
year, is now edited at the University of Scranton, where it began 
in November, 1929, as a small mimeographed sheet. There have 
been many improvements in the “World” reflecting the growing 
importance of the Catholic Library Association and the increase 
in active participation by its members. 

We intend to build on the foundations laid by our prede- 
cessors. We will succeed only if each member assumes personal 
responsibility for improving our periodical by submitting articles 
and news notes, by frankly criticizing content or policy, by ex- 
tending our membership. 

We have secured an excellent Editorial Board to assist in 
the burden of issuing the eight numbers we are scheduling from 
October to May. In particular, we are grateful to Mr. Edward

General Sessions Proceedings 


HE 1938 Annual Meeting of the Catholic 

Library Association was held in Kansas City, 
Missouri, in connection with the Annual Meet- 
ing of the American Library Association, June 
13-18, 1938. The Association was welcomed to 
Kansas City by His Excellency, the Most Rever- 
end Thomas F. Lillis, through the Reverend John 
J. Murphy, Diocesan Superintendent of Schools 
and Chairman of the Local Committee on ar- 
rangements. 

The Local Committee on arrangements were: 
Reverend John J. Murphy, Misses Mary Sheehy, 
Delphine Hughs, Marian Fry, Regina Doyle, 
Frances Lillis, Catherine O’Connor, Mary F. Spie- 
gelhalter, Helen Wald, and Gertrude Keevers. 
Through this committee every possible courtesy 
was shown the visiting delegates. 

In addition to the five general sessions there 
were meetings of the Advisory Board; open meet- 
ings of the Committee on Cataloging and Classi- 
fication, Hospital Libraries, and Library Service 
to Catholic Readers; and Round Table Group 
meetings for the college, high school and ele- 
mentary school librarians. 

The headquarters were established in the 
Municipal Auditorium, Thirteenth and Central, 
where all the meetings were held, except that of 
the Elementary School Libraries and a majority 
of the Executive Council meetings, which were 
held in the Hotel Baltimore. The Hotel Balti- 
more served in a most gratifying manner as the 
hotel and luncheon headquarters. Although the 
commercial exhibits were handled entirely by 
the American Library Association, there were a 
few special C. L. A. exhibits such as the Publicity 
Exhibit by the Committee on Publicity; the Book 
Week Exhibit by the Canisius High School 
Library, Buffalo, New York; and the Pro Parvulis 
Book Club Exhibit. 

The outstanding social function of the con- 
vention was the luncheon on Wednesday in the 
Francis I Room of the Hotel Baltimore which was 
attended by more than 100 delegates and friends. 
Mr. Charles Compton, Chairman of the A. L. A. 


Board of Education for Librarianship, was the 
speaker for the occasion, and Reverend John J. 
Murphy was toastmaster. The entire member- 
ship of the A. L. A. Board of Education for Li- 
brarianship in attendance at the A. L. A. Con 
ference honored the occasion with their presence 
at the speakers’ table. Father Farrell made the 
introductions. After Mr. Compton’s address on 
the work and objectives of the Board, the mem- 
bers of the Board received and replied to ques- 
tions from the floor. 

Mr. Compton’s address was particularly timely 
inasmuch as the Executive Council of the C.L. A. 
regards the multiplication of poorly supported 
Catholic library schools with considerable trepi- 
dation. While there are but two accredited 
Catholic library schools, there are more than 
thirty-two Catholic institutions offering courses in 
library science and several others are contem- 
plating the introduction of such courses. 

It stands to reason that a small number of 
training agencies whose work is adequately 
financed and equipped will achieve more effective 
and permanent results than a large number of 
poorly supported agencies. 

Catholic institutions that undertake instruction 
in professional librarianship can do a great dis- 
service to Catholic librarianship by permitting 
their students to receive a training which is in- 
ferior to that offered in accredited library schools. 
This occurs, (1) where faculty members lack ex- 
perience in the types of library service for which 
students are being prepared; (2) where the staff 
in the libraries of the institutions offering library 
science courses includes a considerable propor- 
tion of untrained persons; (3) where resources 
especially in book collections are inadequate; 
(4) where financial support is insufficient to pro- 
vide instructors of outstanding qualifications; 


(5) where the institution is not located in easy 
reach of well-organized, well-administered public 
libraries and school libraries for practice work or 
observation; (6) where there is a low level of 
admission requirements; (7) where institutions 
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that set out to offer training for members of re- 
ligious orders in Catholic institutions, admit also 
lay students for general training. 

College administrators are, therefore, urged to 
consider carefully the aims and purpose of courses 
in library science in their institutions. Their at- 
tention is called to the importance of investi- 
gating the actual need for new training agencies, 
particularly in areas well served by established 
and recognized library schools, and to the high 
cost of maintaining a library school which is 
capable of competing with those already estab- 
lished. 

It is hoped that plans for the development of 
library science courses in Catholic institutions 
can be made for the country as a whole, since 
the results would likely be superior to those com- 
ing from a more haphazard development. 

The convention's chief title to distinction lay 
in the presence of Dr. Igino Giordani, Chief of 
the Catalog Division of the Vatican Library and 
Director of the Vatican Library School of Library 
Service, and in the warm messages of encourage- 
ment and interest which he brought from the 
officers and staff of the Vatican Library, including 
Cardinals Mercati and Tisserant. 

The officials of the American Library Associa- 
tion graciously welcomed the Catholic Library 
Association and assumed many burdensome re- 
sponsibilities relative to the assignment of meet- 
ing rooms, registration and office facilities. The 
entire A. L. A. convention staff and organization 
accorded us the same conveniences and services 
as to any integral part of the A. L. A. Our pro- 
gram was carried in their printed programs; the 
President of the C. L. A. was the guest of the 
President of the A. L. A. at the dinner party he 
gave for the foreign delegates; the President of 
C. L. A. was given a part in the Religious Books 
Broadcast along with Raymond Morris, Librarian 
of the Yale University Divinity School, and Rabbi 
Samuel S. Mayerberg of Kansas City. The A. L. A. 
Publicity Committee assisted in giving publicity 
to the C. L. A. meetings and carried a large num- 
ber of clippings regarding C. L. A. in its pub- 
licity exhibit. 

Catholic librarians found the arrangement of 
concurrent meetings of C. L. A. and A. L. A. an 
inestimable convenience. Non-Catholic librarians 
were happy to have the opportunity of becoming 
better acquainted with the work and aims of the 
C. L. A. Without such concurrent meetings an 
ever increasing number of persons having active 


roles in both associations will be forced to re- 
linquish their work with one or the other associa- 
tion. 

It is natural for non-Catholics to consider 
Catholic activities such as that of the Catholic 
Library Association as sectarian, but Catholics 
must resist any tendency to accept such a view- 
point. We must ever bear in mind that Catholic 
principles are Catholic because of their universal 
application. If there is any fundamental validity 
in the existence of a Catholic Library Associa- 
tion, it is to set forth and make known to our 
non-Catholic colleagues these principles in order 
that they too may share their benefits and ad- 
vantages. 


FIRST GENERAL SESSION 
MONDAY, JUNE 13, 1938, 9:00 A. M. 

On Monday morning, June 13, at 9:00 o’clock, 
the meeting was formally opened with Pontifical 
Mass, celebrated by His Excellency, the Most 
Reverend Paul C. Schulte, Bishop of Leaven- 
worth, in the Cathedral of the Immaculate Con- 
ception. 

Assisting Bishop Schulte were the following:

chison, Kan., and Reverend Robert Walton, 
Kansas City, Mo. 

The Reverend Paul J. Foik, C.S.C., Librarian, 
St. Edward’s University, Austin, Texas, preached 
the sermon. 

The Mass was sung by the Redemprtorist Ele- 
mentary School Gregorian Choir, under the di- 
rection of Sister Mary Gerald, C.S.J. 

Following the Pontifical Mass, a welcoming 
reception was held in the Little Theatre of the 
Municipal Auditorium with Reverend John J. 
Murphy, Superintendent of Schools, Diocese of 
Kansas City, presiding. Father Farrell introduced 
Dr. Igino Giordani of the Vatican Library, the 
members of the Executive Council, the Chairman 
of the Round Table groups, of the Committees, 
and of the Regional Conferences and Local Units, 
the retiring Editor of The Catholic Library World 
and the new incumbent in that office. 


General Sessions ll 


SECOND GENERAL SESSION 
TUESDAY, JUNE 14, 1938, 10:00 A. M. 

At the Second General Session, Reverend An- 
drew L. Bouwhuis, S.J., Buffalo, N. Y., presided. 

Dr. Paul J. Foik, Austin, Texas, introduced Dr. 
Carlos E. Castaneda, Librarian of the Latin- 
American Garcia Library, University of Texas, 
Austin, Texas, who presented an address en- 
titled: Materials for the History of the Church 
in Latin-America in the University of Texas.* 

Mr. Eugene P. Willging, University of Scran- 
ton Library, urged Catholic librarians to write 
A. L. A. headquarters to signify their willingness 
to support the publication of Reverend August 
Reyling’s Study of the Catholic College Libraries 
in the Middle West. The A. L. A. is favorably 
impressed with the manuscript and only seeks 
sufficient advance subscriptions to insure a cover- 
age of the cost of publication. 

Father Farrell read a report of the activities of 
the President and Executive Council since the 
last annual meeting. 


THIRD GENERAL SESSION 
TUESDAY, JUNE 14, 1938, 2:30 P. M. 


The Third General Session was presided over 
by Sister Mary Mark Orr, Librarian, The St. 
Mary College, Leavenworth, Kansas. 

Father Farrell introduced Dr. Igino Giordani, 
Head Cataloger of the Vatican Library and Di- 
rector of the Vatican School of Library Service, 
who presented an address entitled: The C. L. A. 
from the Viewpoint of the Vatican Library.* 

Dr. Giordani’s address was followed by the 
reading of the report of the Secretary-Treasurer 
by Paul R. Byrne, Notre Dame, Indiana. 

Father Farrell then read the report of the 
Editor of the Catholic Periodical Index, Miss 
Marion Barrows. 

Sister Mary Reparata, River Forest, Illinois, 
gave an informal report as editor of The Catholic 
Library World for the year 1937-38. 

Mr. Eugene P. Willging, recently appointed to 
the editorship of the C. L. W. to succeed Sister 
Mary Reparata, then made a plea for the aid 
and cooperation of the membership in all matters 
pertaining to the C. L. W. 


Mr. William A. FitzGerald gave the report of 
the Advisory Board.

Mr. Eugene P. Willging presented the report 
of the Committee of Recommendations for the 
Essay and General Literature Index. 


Miss Margaret M. DeLisle made an informal 
report for the Committee on Hospital Libraries. 


Miss M. Lillian Ryan made an informal report 
for the Publicity Committee. 


Dr. Paul J. Foik, C.S.C.: As a matter of record, 
I wish to suggest that we pass a vote of con- 
fidence on the splendid work that has been ac- 
complished this year by our present president. 
He has been in the difficult position of taking 
the position of Father O’Brien after Father 
O'’Brien’s sudden death so soon after his election 
to the office of president of the C. L. A., and has 
stepped into the harness wonderfully. I feel that 
the C. L. A. is getting somewhere. We have 
had under his leadership the first determination 
of policy in the true sense of the word since the 
organization has taken form. I feel, therefore, 
that we ought to voice our appreciation on this 
occasion by a vote of thanks for the wonderful 
work that has been accomplished; that this be in 
the form of a motion, and that this vote of 
gratitude go into the record. 


FOURTH GENERAL SESSION 
THURSDAY, JUNE 16, 1938, 10:00 A. M. 


The meeting was called to order by the chair- 
man, Victor A. Schaefer, Catholic University of 
America Library, Washington, D. C. Sister Mary 
Petrona, A.PP.S., Sacred Heart Junior College, 
Wichita, Kansas, acted as Secretary. 

The chairman then introduced Doctor M. L. 
Raney, Director of University Libraries, Univer- 
sity of Chicago, who addressed the assembly on 
microphotography in library service. Doctor 
Raney’s speech was entiled, “Through the Eye 
of a Needle”.* 

The following questions with answers were 
brought out in the discussion: 

Father Shanahan: Q. What is the ordinary 
film used for microphotography? 

Mr. Raney: A. Negative film because it can 
be had cheaply. The best films are the microfile 
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films. They are used two and one-half times as 
much, and are used for difficult matter, high 
reductions, discolored material and folio work. 
A new material for very clear images is ozaphane 
film. It is inexpensive but not permanent. Its 
life is approximately twenty-five years. 

Willging: Is New York Times filming? 

Raney: New York Times and Chicago Tribune 
have not as yet taken to filming. 

Father Colman Farrell then explained that his 
name appearing on the program at this time for 
delivering the Presidential address is an error. 
He had sent in this number to the program com- 
mittee before it was successful in obtaining the 
speakers—Dr. Igino Giordani and Dr. Carlos E. 
Castaneda and later Dr. Raney and since the 
assembly has the important business before it of 
the revision of the Constitution the Chair was 
requested to proceed immediately to this busi- 
ness. 

Schaefer: Will the chairman of the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws Committee please come for- 
ward? The chair was then given over to the 
Reverend Paul J. Foik, C.S.C., chairman of the 
committee on the Constitution and By-Laws. 
Father Foik emphasized the fact that it should 


be clearly understood by the assembly that de- 
cisions made now are not final; that this is only 
the first reading and that proper attention to each 
section be given, that the assembly is at liberty 
to advise the committee even after the revision 


today. A copy as revised will be sent out to 
each member before the convention next year at 
which time a final vote will be taken. 

Dr. FitzGerald then read section by section in 
order that each section and subsection be proper- 
ly disposed of according to parliamentary pro- 
cedure. 

FitzGerald: Constitution of the Catholic Li- 
brary Association. Section 1. Name: The name 
of this organization SHALL BE is the Catholic 
Library Association, and the use of that name by 
other organizations is prohibited by the laws of 
copyright of the United States. Hence its use 
by any other association is strictly forbidden 
under penalty of law. The Catholic Library 
Association is a legally incorporated institution.* 

Discussion was given on the changing of the 
name of the Catholic Library Association. No 
motion was taken. However, after some dis-

cussion it was decided to keep the name The 
Catholic Library Association. The chair asked 
that this question be in record and that the 
business proceed to Section 2. 

Mr. Paul Byrne stated that he had written the 
copyright agency at Washington, D. C., concern- 
ing copyright laws on titles, and that it had 
answered that a title can not be copyrighted. 

Father Bouwhuis: I move that “and the use 
of that name by other organizations is prohibited 
by the laws of copyright of the United States. 
Hence its use by any other association is strictly 
forbidden under penalty of law” be deleted. 
Seconded and carried. 

Section 1. Name: The name of this organiza- 
tion shall be the Catholic Library Association. 
The Catholic Library Association is a legally in- 
corporated institution. 

FitzGerald: Section 2. Object: The purpose 
of the organization SHALL BE is to initiate, foster, 
and encourage any movement toward the progress 
of Catholic library work. 

Brother Sylvester: I move that throughout this 
entire document the imperative form of the verb 
be used instead of the present tense. Example: 
“shall be” instead of “is”. Seconded and carried. 

Father Colman: I move that Section 2 be re- 
vised and that Section 3 be omitted. No second. 

Father Colman: I move that Section 3 be 
considered before a vote be taken on Section 2. 
Seconded and carried. 

FitzGerald: Section 3. Scope and policies: 
Specifically the nature and character of the ac- 
tivities of the Catholic Library Association and 
its objectives are as follows: 

a. To enroll all Catholic librarians and Cath- 
olic institutions, educational and charitable, as 
members of the Catholic Library Association. 

b. To disseminate knowledge of library service 
to all its members. 

c. To promote Catholic scholarship through 
the coordination and publication of scholarly 
works by Catholics in Catholic and non-Catholic 
institutions. 

d. To carry on and/or provide for the publi- 
cation of such official publications as the Cath- 
olic Library World and the Catholic Periodical 
Index. 

e. To encourage the formation of Sections, 
Regional Conferences and Local Units within 
the National organization. 


f. To act as standardizing agent for Catholic 
Library Schools by setting up a Board of Educa 
tion for Catholic Librarianship which will survey 
and list approved Catholic Library Schools; and 
for the performance of this objective meet with 
the Board of Education for Librarianship of the 
American Library Association. 

Father Colman: I move that we strike out para- 
graph “a” of Section 3. Section 3, paragraph a: 
To enroll all Catholic librarians and Catholic in- 
stitutions, educational and charitable, as members 
of the Catholic Library Association. 

Devereaux discussed against deletion of para- 
graph “a”, Section 3. If we delete “a” we might 
just as well delete the rest of the paragraph. 

Father Foik: Paragraph “a” of Section 3 has 
been deleted by a standing vote. 

Father Colman: I move that Section 3, para- 
graph “b” be deleted. No second; therefore did 
not carry. Chair asked for question. 

Father Satory: I make a motion that para- 
graph “b” of Section 3 be retained. Seconded 
and carried, by the ayes. 

Father Colman: I move that paragraph “c 
of Section 3 be cancelled. No second; therefore 
did not carry. 

Discussion arose as to meaning of coordination 
and publication. 

Coordination was construed to mean “compil- 
ing or bringing together”, while publication means 
the “publishing”, “printing” of works. 

Father Shanahan: I move that the word “pub- 
licize” be added in paragraph “c” of Section 3 
after “publication”. After some discussion Father 
Shanahan withdrew his motion. 

Devereaux: I move that “publication” be 
crossed out and “publicizing” be inserted. No 
second. 

Brother Sylvester: 
recast Section 3, subhead 
afternoon session. 

It was moved, seconded and carried that busi- 
ness be suspended. 

On motion, the meeting was adjourned at 
11:46 a. m. 


FIFTH GENERAL SESSION 
THURSDAY, JUNE 16, 1938, 2:30 P. M. 
The meeting was called to order by the pre 
siding officer, Father Foik. The secretary, Sister 
M. Petrona, of Wichita, Kansas, announced that

I move that Miss Devereaux 
“c” and report at the 
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business in the morning session was suspended 
in Section 3 between subheads “c” and “d”; that 
subhead “d” is next in sequence but that Miss 
Devereaux’s report on Section 3 subhead “c” is 
in order. 

Devereaux reported that she had consulted six 
clergy and one layman in the recast of Section 3 
subhead “c” which now reads: To promote 
Catholic scholarship through the compilation of 
bibliographical aids and publicizing of scholarly 
works by Catholics that are in Catholic and non- 
Catholic institutions. 

Discussion followed. Devereaux revised the 
above to read: “c.” To compile bibliographical 
research aids that will promote Catholic scholar- 
ship. 

Father Bouwhuis: I move that the revision be 
adopted. Seconded and carried. 

It was moved, that the phrase, “the publication 
of such official publications as The Catholic Li- 
brary World and the Catholic Periodical Index”, 
be omitted and that “official publications of this 
association” be inserted. The subhead (d) to 
read, “To carry on and/or provide for official 
publications of this association”. 


Brother Sylvester: I move that paragraph “d”, 
Section 3, be amended to read: To carry on 
and/or provide for the publication of official pub- 
lications of the association. Seconded and car- 
ried. A few nays. 

FitzGerald: I move that Section 3, paragraph 
“e” be amended to read: “To encourage the 
formation of Sections, Regional Conferences and 
local Units (with small ‘l’) within this associa- 
tion.” (Later a change is made to use just the 
word “Units” instead of “local Units” through- 
out the document.) Seconded and carried. 


Brother Sylvester: I move that “f” terminate 
after the word schools at the semi-colon, to read: 
“To act as standardizing agent for Catholic Library 
Schools, by setting up a Board of Education for 
Catholic Librarianship which will survey and list 
approved Catholic Library Schools.” 

Willging: I move that paragraph “f”, Section 
3, read: “It would be the policy of the Catholic 
Library Association to cooperate with other as- 
sociations of a similar scope and associate in 
dealings with allied institutions.” 

Father Colman: I move that “f” be amended 


to read: “To act as standardizing agent for 
Catholic Library Schools” and that “g” be added 
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to read: “That the Catholic Library Association 
collaborate with other organizations having prob- 
lems of mutual interest.” 

Brother Sylvester: I move that paragraph “f”, 
Section 3, read: “To act as standardizing agent 
for Catholic Library Schools.” 

Devereaux: Add, “by cooperating with the 
national and state standardizing agents.” Seconded 
and carried. 

Willging: I wish to change my motion that 
“g” should read as suggested by Father Farrell: 
“That the Catholic Library Association collabo- 
rate with other organizations having problems of 
mutual interest.” Seconded and carried unani- 
mously. 

Section 3 as voted to stand: Scope and policies: 
Specifically the mature and character of the ac- 
tivities of the Catholic Library Association and 
its objectives are as follows: 

a. To disseminate knowledge of library service 
to all its members. 

b. To compile bibliographical research aids 
that will promote Catholic scholarship. 

c. To carry on and/or provide for the publi- 
cation of official publications of the association. 

d. To encourage the formation of Sections, 
Regional Conferences and local Units within this 
association. 

e. To act as standardizing agent for Catholic 
Library Schools by cooperating with the national 
and state standardizing agents. 

f. That the atholic Library Association col- 
laborate with other organizations having problems 
of mutual interest. 

The chair called for a motion for the question 
on Section 2. 

FitzGerald: Section 2. Object: The purpose 
of the organization SHALL BE is to initiate, foster, 
and encourage any movement toward the progress 
of Catholic library work. 

Father Bouwhuis: I move that “literature” 
and “Catholic” be inserted. Section 2 to read: 
Object: The purpose of the organization shall be 
to initiate, foster, and encourage any movement 
toward the progress of Catholic literature and 
Catholic library work. Seconded and carried 
unanimously. 

Brother Sylvester: I move that Sections 2 and 
3 stand as amended. Seconded and carried. 

FitzGerald: Section 4. Members: All persons, 
and institutions interested in the purposes of the 


Catholic Library Association SHALL BE are eligible 
for membership. 


a. Founders: Those persons who furnish en- 
dowments for the purpose of undertaking pro- 
jects of great permanent value, sponsored and 
operated by the Catholic Library Association. 

b. Donors: Those persons who contribute 
funds, make bequests, provide annuities, offer sub- 
ventions, etc., of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars 
or more with the purpose of carrying on and com- 
pleting certain definite works of a Catholic nature 
within the scope of Catholic library activity 
which will be of inestimable service to students 
and scholars engaged in a particular or general 
field of research. 

c. Life members: Such benefactors of the 
Catholic Library Association, who pay into the 
treasury the sum of five hundred ($500.00) dollars 
or underwrite or help defray in appreciable 
amount the expenses of launching important pro- 
jects or assisting generously those already in 
progress are classed as life members. 


d. Chapter members: Those persons who, by 
the combined efforts of any approved: organiza 
tion, society, or club other than those composed 
of librarians, contribute the sum of two hundred 
and fifty ($250.00) dollars annually, are classed 
as chapter members of the Catholic Library Asso- 
ciation. 

e. Sustaining members: Any person who pays 
annually the sum of one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars is classed as a sustaining member. 


f. Contributing members: Any person who 
pays annually the sum of twenty-five ($25.00) 
dollars is classed as a contributing member. 


g. Institutional membership. The annual dues 
for institutional membership SHALL BE are five 
($5.00) dollars which include subscription to the 
official organ of the Catholic Library Association. 


h. Individual membership. The annual dues 
for individual membership sHALL BE are three 
($3.00) dollars which include subscription to the 
official organ of the Catholic Library Association. 


i. Honorary membership. These persons SHALL 
BE are admitted only by written proposal to the 
Executive Council with reasons declaring why 
the honor should be granted. Upon recom- 
mendation of the Executive Council and a ma- 
jority vote of the National Convention, such per- 
sons may be elected to honorary membership of 
the Catholic Library Association. 


Brother Sylvester: I move that “and” before 
institutions be omitted and that “and organiza- 
tions” after “institutions” be inserted. First para- 
graph of Section 4 to read: “All persons, insti- 
tutions and organizations interested in the pur- 
poses of the Catholic Library Association shall 
be eligible for membership.” Seconded and car- 
ried unanimously. 

FitzGerald suggested that Associate member- 
ship be inserted after “h” thus changing para- 
graph “i”, Section 4, to paragraph “j” and make 
the following paragraph “i”, and asked Sister M. 
Petrona to suggest how paragraph “i” should 
read. 

Sister M. Petrona: I would suggest that para- 
graph “i” of Section 4 read: “Associate member- 
ship. The annual dues for Associate member- 
ship shall be one ($1.00) dollar which does not 
include subscription to the official organ of the 
Catholic Library Association or a right to vote.” 

FitzGerald: I move that “i” be accepted as 
worded. 

Father Kapsner: I move that clauses such as 
“are classed as life members” in c, d, e, f, be 
deleted and the rest of Section 4 be accepted as 
is. Seconded and carried. 

Section 4 as voted. Members: All persons, 
institutions and organizations interested in the 
purpose of the Catholic Library Association shall 
be eligible for membership. 

a. Founders: Those persons who furnish en- 
dowments for the purpose of undertaking projects 
of great permanent value, sponsored and oper- 
ated by the Catholic Library Association. 

b. Donors: Those persons who contribute 
funds, make bequests, provide annuities, offer 
subventions, etc., of one thousand ($1,000.00) 
dollars or more with the purpose of carrying 
on and completing certain definite works of a 
Catholic nature within the scope of Catholic 
library activity which will be of inestimable serv- 
ice to students and scholars engaged in a par- 
ticular or general field of research. 

c. Life members: Such benefactors of the 
Catholic Library Association, who pay into the 
treasury the sum of five hundred ($500.00) dollars 
or underwrite or help defray in appreciable 
amount the expenses of launching important pro- 
jects or assisting generously those already in 
progress. 

d. Chapter members: Those persons who, by 
the combined efforts of any approved organiza- 
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tion, society, or club other than those composed 
of librarians, contribute the sum of two hundred 
and fifty ($250.00) dollars annually. 


e. Sustaining members: Any person who pays 
annually the sum of one hundred ($100.00) 


dollars. 


f. Contributing members: Any person who 
pays annually the sum of twenty-five ($25.00) 
dollars. 


g. Institutional members: The annual dues 
for institutional members shall be five ($5.00) 
dollars which include subscription to the official 
organ of the Catholic Library Association. 

h. Individual members: The annual dues for 
individual members shall be three ($3.00) dollars 
which include subscription to the official organ 
of the Catholic Library Association. 

i. Associate members: The annual dues for 
associate members shall be one ($1.00) dollar 
which does not include subscription to the official 
organ of the Catholic Library Association or a 
right to vote. 

j. Honorary members: These persons shall 
be admitted only by written proposal to the Ex- 
ecutive Council with reasons declaring why the 
honor should be granted. Upon recommenda- 
tion of the Executive Council and a majority vote 
of the National Convention, such persons may 
be elected to honorary membership of the Cath- 
olic Library Association. 


Father Bouwhuis: I move that the Committee 
on Constitutional Amendment be empowered to 
make the reading consistent. Seconded and car- 
ried. 

FitzGerald: Section 5. Officers: The officers 
of the Catholic Library Association SHALL BE are 
the President, the Vice-President, and the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer whose terms of office shall last 
from the final session of the National Convention 
of the time of election to the close of the second 
subsequent National Convention. 


Motion that Section 5 be adopted. Seconded 
and carried. 

FitzGerald: Section 6. Duties of Officers: The 
affairs of the Catholic Library Association must 
be faithfully performed according to the will and 
satisfaction of the majority of the members of 
the Executive Council. 

a. President: It is the duty of the President 
to preside over the annual business meeting of 
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the Catholic Library Association or any special 
meeting which the Executive Council deems ex- 
pedient to order; to name those who are to serve 
on committees when directed to do so by a ma- 
jority vote of the members of the Executive 
Council or of the members of the Association in 
National Convention assembled; to represent and 
stand for the Catholic Library Association, de- 
claring its will and in all things obeying its com- 
mands. 


b. Vice-President: It is the duty of the Vice- 
President to discharge the duties of the President 
in the latter’s absence or in an emergency due to 
the latter’s temporary indisposition. 


c. Secretary-Treasurer: It is the duty of the 
Secretary-Treasurer to keep the minutes and pro- 
ceedings of all the meetings of the Catholic Li- 
brary Association; to note the names of the mem- 
bers present at such meetings; to keep on file a 
record of all activities, reports of boards, sections, 
regional conferences, committees, etc.; and to 
dispatch all correspondence exacted by the de- 
mands of courtesy or business expedience. He 
is the receiver and the custodian of all money 
payable to the Catholic Library Association, ex- 
cept the service basis charges of the Catholic 
Periodical Index, and as the disburser of funds, 
he SHALL must draw a draft on all contracted 
bills not in excess of the authorized appropriation. 
He sHALL must submit to the President and the 
Executive Council semi-annual financial state- 
ments which must also be reported to the mem- 
bers in Annual Convention at the business ses- 
sion and if accepted and approved must be pub- 
lished in the next issue of the Catholic Library 
World. A financial statement, however, may be 
demanded by the Executive Council from the 
Secretary-Treasurer at any time to ascertain the 
condition of the treasury. 


Moved that the phrase in paragraph “b” of 
Section 6, “or in an emergency due to the latter’s 
temporary indisposition” be deleted. Seconded 
and carried. 


“b.” Vice-President: It is the duty of the 
Vice-President to discharge the duties of the 
President in the latter’s absence. 


FitzGerald: Section 7. Executive Council: It 
is composed of the President, the Vice-President, 
and the Secretary-Treasurer and six members at 
large elected by the members of the Catholic Li- 


brary Association with terms of office for six 
years. 


a. The Executive Council SHALL CONCUR con- 
curs with the President in the formulation of 
plans and policies and in the decisions of all 
purposes and procedures of the organization. 


b. The Chairmen of all Boards, Sections, and 
Regional Conferences SHALL CONSTITUTE consti- 
tute an Advisory Board. They may take part in 
the deliberations of the Executive Council, but 
have no power of voting, which is reserved to 
the Executive Council. 


c. Quorum: A majority of the Executive 
Council of the Catholic Library Association com- 
posed of six members duly elected by the Asso- 
ciation at large and the President, Vice-President, 
and Secretary-Treasurer as ex-officio members 
constitute a quorum in all matters requiring joint 
action and decision. Hence, the presence of five 
members at a meeting shall form the necessary 
quorum to transact business. 


d. Vacancies: The Executive Council has the 
power to fill all vacancies in office pro tempore; 
the person or persons so elected serve only ad 
interim until the next regular election held by 
the Association; except in the case of death or 
resignation of the President or his inabiliry to 
serve, when the Vice-President becomes Presi- 
dent. The election of a member of the Executive 
Council to the office of President, Vice-President, 
or Secretary-Treasurer creates a vacancy in the 
Council that must be filled ad interim and as 
soon as possible. A majority vote of the Execu- 
tive Council is here sufficient. 


Father Bouwhuis: I move that Section 7, sub- 
head “c” should become “d” and that in “c” the 
matter of calling of the Executive Council be 
provided for, to read: “The meeting of the 
Executive Council may be summoned either by 
the President or by two-thirds of the Executive 
Council.” Seconded and carried. 


Father Bouwhuis: I move that Section 7, sub- 
head “d” shall read: “The presence of five mem- 
bers at an official meeting shall form the necessary 
quorum to transact business.” Seconded and 
carried. 


On motion the meeting adjourned at 4:35 p. m. 
to meet on Friday at 10:00 a. m. by the call of 
the Chairman. 


SPECIAL GENERAL SESSION 
FRIDAY, JUNE 17, 1938, 10:15 A. M. 

The meeting was called to order by the pre- 
siding officer, Father Foik, who announced that 
the special meeting was called to continue and 
if possible finish business on the Constitution and 
By-Laws. 

The acting secretary, Sister M. Petrona, an- 
nounced that business was suspended in the pre- 
ceding afternoon session on Section 7, paragraph 
“d” to continue on paragraph in copy now “e”: 
Vacancies. 

FitzGerald: Section 7, paragraph “e” Vacan- 
cies: The Executive Council has the power to 
fill all vacancies in office pro tempore; the person 
or persons so elected serve only ad interim until 
the next regular election held by the Association; 
except in the case of death or resignation of the 
President, or his inability to serve, when the 
Vice-President becomes President. The election 
of a member of the Executive Council to the 
office of President, Vice-President, or Secretary- 
Treasurer creates a vacancy in the Council that 
must be filled ad interim and as soon as possible. 
A majority vote of the Executive Council is here 
sufficient. 

Willging: I move that paragraph “e” be ac- 
cepted as read. Seconded and carried. 

Section 7, as amended: Executive Council: It 
is composed of the President, the Vice-President, 
and the Secretary-Treasurer and six members at 
large elected by the members of the Catholic 
Library Association with terms of office for six 
years. 

a. The Executive Council shall concur with 
the President in the formation of plans and 
policies and in the decisions of all purposes and 
procedures of the organization. 

b. The Chairman of all Boards, Sections, and 
Regional Conferences shall constitute an Ad- 
visory Board. They may take part in the de- 
liberations of the Executive Council, but have 
no power of voting, which is reserved to the 
Executive Council. 

c. The meeting of the Executive Council may 
be summoned either by the President or by two- 
thirds of the Executive Council. 

d. The presence of five members at an official 
meeting shall form the necessary quorum to 
transact business. 

e. Vacancies: The Executive Council has the 
power to fill all vacancies in office pro tempore; 
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the person or persons so elected serve only ad 
interim until the next regular election held by 
the Association; except in the case of death or 
resignation of the President, or his inability to 
serve, when the Vice-President becomes President. 
The election of a member of the Executive Coun- 
cil to the office of President, Vice-President, or 
Secretary-Treasurer creates a vacancy in the 
Council that must be filled ad interim and as 
soon as possible. A majority vote of the Execu- 
tive Council is here sufficient. 

FitzGerald: Section 8: Boards: These agen- 
cies are created by the Executive Council for the 
purpose of performing certain definite functions 
and of giving expert and efficient services for and 
in behalf of the Catholic Library Association as 
a whole. The members of the Boards determine 
policies, establish standards and express critical 
judgments on important matters requiring tech- 
nical knowledge, library training, and wide ex- 
perience. These agents are responsible in their 
Operations and in their opinions to the Executive 
Council which must approve all actions taken and 
decisions made by the Boards before these mat- 
ters are made known officially and effectively de- 
clared by them as authorized. 

a. The Board of Education for Catholic Li- 
brarianship, composed of trained librarians who 
have pursued complete courses at accredited li- 
brary schools, is hereby authorized by the Cath- 
olic Library Association to act as the standard- 
izing agency to make surveys of existing Catholic 
library schools, to list those which have been 
approved and to meet with the Board of Edu- 
cation for Librarianship of the American Library 
Association for the determination of proper and 
uniform standards of library training and ex- 
cellence everywhere. 

b. The Editorial Board of the Catholic Period- 
ical Index is established to cooperate with the 
Editor of this bibliographical work, to administer 
its business affairs, to formulate plans for its 
development, to determine its policies, to sta 
bilize its operations in conformity with approved 
methods and practices employed in the field of 
bibliography, to establish norms for the selection 
or rejection of periodicals to be analyzed and 
catalogued, to make arrangements for the dis- 
tribution of the Catholic Periodical Index to 
subscribers on a service basis or otherwise, and 
for other purposes. The Editorial Board is com- 
posed of fiwe competent librarians, selected by 
the members of the Executive Council, to whom 


/ 
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the Board must report annually or on demand 
to give a summary of its current activities for 
final consideration and approval. 

c. Advisory Board of the Catholic Library 
Association: The Chairmen of all Boards, Sec- 
tions and Regional Conferences of the Associa 
tion are regarded as the Advisory Board of the 
Catholic Library Association. They may sit with 
the Executive Council but have no vote. 

Father Bouwhuis: What is meant by library 
training? This is too indefinite. 

Devereaux: I move that “—or” before and 
“library” after “wide” be inserted. To read: 
“or wide library experience.” Seconded and car- 
ried. 

Section 8. Boards: These agencies are created 
by the Executive Council for the purpose of per- 
forming certain definite functions and of giving 
expert and efficient services for and in behalf of 
the Catholic Library Association as a whole. The 
members of the Boards determine policies, estab- 
lish standards and express critical judgments on 
important matters requiring technical knowledge, 
library training, and/or wide library experience. 
These agents are responsible in their operations 
and in their opinions to the Executive Council 
which must approve all actions taken and de- 
cisions made by the Boards before these matters 
are made known officially and effectively de- 


clared by them as authorized. 


Father Bouwhuis: I move to change “trained” 
to “competent”. No second. 


Willging: I move that paragraph “a” of Sec- 
tion 8 be adopted as read. Seconded and carried. 


Willging: I move that paragraph “b” of Sec- 
tion 8 be accepted. Seconded and carried. 


Willging: I move that Section 8, paragraph 
“c”, be amended by adding words “editor of 
Catholic Library World and editor of Catholic 
Periodical Index after “of the Association” to 
read: “c”. Advisory Board of the Catholic Li- 
brary Association. The Chairmen of all Boards, 
Sections, and Regional Conferences of the As- 
sociation, the editor of The Catholic Library 
World and the editor of the Catholic Periodical 
Index be regarded as the Advisory Board of the 
Catholic Library Association. They may sit with 
the Executive Council but have no vote. 

FitzGerald: 
inserting “and units” after Conferences. 
then read: 


I move to amend the motion by 
c. will 


c. Advisory Board of the Catholic Library 
Association: The Chairmen of all Boards, Sec- 
tions, and Regional Conferences and units of the 
Association, also the editor of the Catholic Peri- 
odical Index and the editor of the Catholic Li- 
brary World be regarded as the Advisory Board 
of the Catholic Library Association. They may 
sit with the Executive Council but have no vote. 
Seconded and carried. 


FitzGerald: Section 9. Sections: For the pur- 
pose of the Catholic Library Association a section 
is defined as an organization within the Associa 
tion with a definite and worthy objective deter- 
mined by the special interest it has within a 
limited sphere of activity. 


a. A petition for the establishment of a sec- 
tion must state clearly the purposes and the need 
for the proposed section. The petition must be 
signed by not less than twenty-five (25) members 
of the Catholic Library Association, who are en- 
gaged in the work of the proposed section. Be- 
fore such petition may be granted by the Execu- 
tive Council it must first be referred to a com- 
mittee of the Executive Council which must in- 
vestigate and report to the Executive Council as 
a whole its findings and its recommendations as 
to the necessity and desirability of the foundation 
of such section. The Executive Council reserves 
the right and the power to discontinue a section 
when, in the opinion of the Executive Council, 
the usefulness of that section has ceased. 


b. Sections may, if they so elect, charge extra 
annual dues, limit their own membership, issue 
publications, and in general carry on activities 
along the same line of their own interests, ac- 
counting their own extra funds solely in these 
distinct enterprises and to their own members. 
Only members of the Catholic Library Associa 
tion may be members of a section. 

c. No authority is granted any section to incur 
expense on behalf of the whole Association as 
such, by any declaration of policy. 

d. Provisions must be made by the Executive 
Council for sessions of the various sections at 
meetings of the entire Association, and the pro- 
gram of the same must be prepared by the officers 
of the sections in consultation with the Program 
Committee. Sessions of all sections are open to 
any member of the Association at large desiring 
to attend sectional meetings, but no persons may 
vote in any section unless he is qualified as a 
member of the same. The members of each sec- 


tion at its final session must elect its officers for 
the ensuing year, who serve until the close of 
the next annual conference of each section. The 
reports of sectional meetings must be forwarded 
in detail to the headquarters of the Catholic 
Library Association and upon approval by the 
Executive Council must be published in the 
official organ, The Catholic Library World. 


Father Shanahan: I move that the introduc- 
tion of Section 9 be adopted as read. Seconded 
and carried. 


Father Foik announced that paragraph “a” is a 
decision of the Executive Council; however, 
should anyone wish to discuss it he is at liberty 
to do so. 


Father Bouwhuis expressed himself as judging 
that the twenty-five membership requirement is 
too many, unless elimination of sections is the 
purpose of the paragraph. 

Father Shanahan explained that elimination is 
exactly the purpose of the twenty-five require- 
ment. 

Father Koenig: I move that paragraph “a” of 
Section 9 be adopted as read. Seconded and 
carried. 

Father Kinish: I move that paragraph “b” of 
Section 9 be adopted as read. Seconded and 
carried. 

Willging: I move that “c” be adopted as read. 
Seconded and carried. 

Willging: I move that in “d” of Section 9 
“and units” be inserted after “meetings” and be 
adopted as amended. Seconded and carried. 


Section 9. d. Provisions must be made by the 
Executive Council for sessions of the various sec- 
tions at meetings of the entire Association, and 
the program of the same must be prepared by 
the officers of the sections in consultation with 
the Program Committee. Sessions of all sections 
are open to any member of the Association de- 
siring to attend sectional meetings, but no person 
may vote in any section unless he is qualified as 
a member of the same. The members of each 
section at its final session must elect its officers 
for the ensuing year, who serve until the close 
of the next annual conference of each section. 
The reports of sectional meetings and units must 
be forwarded in detail to the headquarters of the 
Catholic Library Association and upon approval 
by the Executive Council must be published in 
the official organ, The Catholic Library World. 
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FitzGerald: Section 10. Regional Conferences 
and Local Units: A Regional Conference of the 
Catholic Library Association may be formed 
within the limits of a well-defined area approved 
by the Executive Council. A Local Unit of the 
Catholic Library Association may be formed in 
a place of very limited area where assembly is 
convenient and practicable for members in the 
vicinity. 

a. Regional Conferences and Local Units must 
submit applications from ten members of the 
Catholic Library Association residing within the 
limited territory of each Conference or Unit 
about to be formed, in order that the Executive 
Council may grant an authorization for those 
establishments. A record of these foundations 
properly approved must be filed at the headquar- 
ters office of the Association. 

b. No one is permitted to join a Regional 
Conference or Local Unit who is not a member 
of the Catholic Library Association. 

c. Regional Conferences must have at least 
one officer who is to be called a Chairman. This 
officer is a member of the Advisory Board of the 
Association and may sit with the Executive Coun- 
cil but has no vote. Local Units have no repre- 
sentation. 

d. The reports of Regional meetings must be 
forwarded to the headquarters office of the Asso- 
ciation and when approved by the Executive 
Council sHouLD must be published in the official 
organ, The Catholic Library World. 

e. Regional Conferences and Local Units have 
no power to obligate the Catholic Library Asso- 
ciation as a whole in any way whatsoever. They 
may, however, make recommendations and offer 
resolutions to the Executive Council for consider- 
ation or may bring these matters to the attention 
of the Catholic Library Association at large in 
Convention assembled, provided they have the 
approval of the members of the Executive Coun- 
cil beforehand, who jointly determine the policies 
of the Association. 

Father Foik asked the chairman of the Ad- 
visory Board to explain the meaning of the terms 
Regional Conference and Units as agreed upon 
by the Board. 

FitzGerald: The Board defined Regional Con- 
ference to mean a grouping of a large area; a 
section of the United States, the definite bound- 
aries to be made by the Executive Council. A 
Unit is a group meeting in a rather limited area, 
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such as a diocese, state, or a few states. Regional 
Conference would include Units from a large 
area. Meetings of a few Units is a joint session. 

Devereaux: I move that the new definition of 
Regional Conference and of Units be accepted. 
Seconded and carried. 

Father Bouwhuis: I move that “a” be accepted 
as read. Seconded and carried. 

Willging: I move that “Local Unit” be changed 
to “Unit” in paragraph “b”. Seconded and car- 
ried. 

Father Bouwhuis: I move tc amend subsec- 
tion “e” of Section 10 by eliminating “local”. 
Seconded and carried. 

Willging: I move that in paragraph “c” of 
Section 10 the phrase “local units have no repre- 
sentation” be deleted. Seconded and carried. 

c. Regional Conferences must have at least 
one officer who is to be called a Chairman. This 
officer is a member of the Advisory Council but 
has no vote. 

Willging: I move that “and Units” be added 
after “The reports of Regional meetings . . .” in 
paragraph “d”, Section 10. Seconded and car- 
ried. 

d. The reports of Regional meetings and 
Units must be forwarded to the headquarters 
office of the Association and when approved by 
the Executive Council must be published in the 
official organ, The Catholic Library World. 

Devereaux: I move amendment to paragraph 
“e”, Section 10. Change the words “the approval 
of” to “been presented to”. Then the para- 
graph will read: e. Regional Conferences and 
Local Units have no power to obligate the Cath- 
olic Library Association as a whole in any way 
whatsoever. They may, however, make recom- 
mendations and offer resolutions to the Executive 
Council for consideration or may bring these mat- 
ters to the attention of the Catholic Library As- 
sociation at large in Convention assembled, pro- 
vided they have been presented to the members 
of the Executive Council beforehand, who jointly 
determine the policies of the Association. Second- 
ed and carried. 

FitzGerald: Section 11. Committees: All 
committees SHALL BE are appointed by the Presi- 
dent unless provision for their appointment is 
made by a majority of the members present and 
voting at the Annual Convention. 

a. No person will be allowed to accept an ap- 
pointment as Chairman of a committee, unless 


he is willing to give some time and attention to 
the work of the committee and unless he is will 
ing to work with the other members of the com- 
mittee. 

b. No Chairman or Committeeman will be al- 
lowed to continue in capacity, if there is little or 
no evidence of activity by the committee selected 
to do the work assigned. The President must 
inform the Council of the progress of committees 
in activity. 

c. Conditions governing Committees must be 
cited by the Secretary-Treasurer when these ap- 
pointments are made and a statement of the 
aims of each committee must be forwarded to 
the persons invited to serve. 


Devereaux: I move that “will be allowed to 
accept an appointment” in paragraph “a” be 
changed to “shall be appointed”, and that “a 
member of the association” be inserted after “un- 
less he is”. 


Willging: I move to amend the motion that 
everything following association as inserted by 
Miss Devereaux be deleted. 


Devereaux: I move to amend the amendment 
that paragraph “a” of Section 12 read: “No per- 
son shall be appointed an chairman of a com- 
mittee unless he is a member of the Association 
and has library training and/or library experi- 
ence.” Seconded and carried. 


Willging: May I state that there is no pro- 
vision for dismissals in the constitution? 

Father Bouwhuis: I move that paragraph “b” 
of Section 11 be changed to read: “The Presi- 
dent, with the consent of the Executive Council, 
may remove any chairman or committeeman who 
does not show evidence of cooperation and pro- 
gress.” Seconded and carried. 


Brother Sylvester: I move that the word 
“National” be inserted before committees so as 
to read: “Section 11. National Committees.” 


Father Shanahan: I move that paragraph 
Section 11, shall be accepted as read. Seconded 


and carried. 


FitzGerald: Section 12. Activities conducted 
in the name of the Catholic Library Association 
SHALL BE must be under the supervision and 
jurisdiction of the Executive Council and con 
trolled either directly or indirectly by the mem 
bers of the Executive Council in whom repose 
the powers to approve or reject measures taken 


by individuals or subordinate groups, and in 
whom is placed the authority to determine plans 
of action and to make decisions and judgments 
in conformity with the established policies of 
the Association. Hence, any attempt of any in- 
dividual or group of individuals to commit the 
Association to a course of action without the 
prior consent and approval of the Executive 
Council must be declared null and void. 

Father Shanahan: I move that Section 12 be 
adopted as read. Seconded and carried. 

FitzGerald: Section 13. Meetings: A Na- 
tional Convention of the Catholic Library Asso- 
ciation SHALL BE must be held annually. The 
time and place of this meeting are to be deter- 
mined by the Executive Council. 

a. A mid-winter meeting of the Catholic Li- 
brary Association at a place centrally located 
may be called by reason of a majority vote of the 
Executive Council, provided there is urgent busi- 
ness to be transacted and the presence of a 
quorum of the Executive Council is assured. 

b. Special meetings may be called at other 
times by the President with the decision of a 
majority of the members of the Executive Coun- 
cil and the request of thirty members of the 
Association. At least one month’s notice must 
be given and only the urgent business specified 
in the call must be transacted. 

c. For all members of the Association attend- 
ing a Regular Meeting or Annual Convention a 
registration fee of one ($1.00) dollar must be 
paid to cover current expenses of all sessions. 

Byrne: I move that paragraph “a” of Section 
13 be deleted and a new paragraph be inserted 
to read: The registration fee for national con- 
ventions shall be determined by cost of current 
expense of the convention. Seconded and car- 
ried. 

Father Shanahan: I move that paragraph “d” 
be accepted as read. Seconded and carried. 

FitzGerald: Section 14. Nomination and Elec- 
tion of Officers: 

a. A Nominating Committee of five members, 
not officers, SHALL BE is appointed by the Execu- 
tive Council in the first two weeks of February 
of the election year. The committee WiLL NOMI 
NATE nominates two or more candidates for posi- 
tions to be filled. 

b. At the same time the Executive Council 
SHALL APPOINT appoints a committee on Elec- 
tions composed of three members, not officers, of 
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the Association nor members of the Nominating 
Committee. This committee SHALL COUNT counts 
the ballots cast in the election and report the 
result in the June issue of The Catholic Library 
World. 

c. The report of the Nominating Committee 
SHALL BE must be published in an official ballot 
in the April issue of The Catholic Library World. 

d. At the same time the Nominating Com- 
Mittee SHALL must send a secret ballot with self- 
addressed envelope to the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Elections to each member of the Asso- 
ciation. The ballot is To Be returned on or be- 
fore May fifteenth. 

e. Persons under consideration for member- 
ship of the Executive Council by the Nominating 
Committee must be instructed as to qualifica 
tions. No candidate for election to the Executive 
Council shall consent to have his or her name 
on the ballot unless three of six general meetings 
will be attended by such persons during the six 
year term. 

Father Foik: All except “e” is as old consti- 
tution. Paragraph “e” is the decision of the 
Executive Council. 


Willging: a, b, c, d are too specific. I move 
that in paragraph “a” “in the first two weeks of 
February of the election year” be deleted and 
that “five months preceding date of election” be 
added. In paragraph “b”, Section 14, the words 
“June issue of the” be deleted, and “Published 
two (2) months preceding date of election” be 
added after “Catholic Library World”. In para- 
graph “d”, “May fifteenth” be deleted and the 
words “thirty (30) days before the election” be 
added after “be returned on or before”. Seconded 
and carried. 


Father Bouwhuis: I move that in paragraph 
“a”, Section 14, the words “except for the posi- 
tion of Secretary-Treasurer where they will nomi- 
nate one or more candidates” be added. Second- 
ed and carried. 


Section 14 now stands: Nomination and Elec- 
tion of Officers: 


a. A Nominating Committee of five members, 
not officers, shall be appointed by the Executive 
Council five months preceding date of election. 
This committee will nominate two or more 
candidates for positions to be filled, except for 
the position of Secretary-Treasurer where they 
will nominate one or more candidates. 
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b. At the same time the Executive Council 
shall appoint a Committee on Elections com- 
posed of three members, not officers of the Asso- 
ciation nor members of the Nominating Com- 
mittee. This committee shall count the ballots 
cast in the election and report the result in The 
Catholic Library World. 

c. The report of the Nominating Committee 
shall be published in an official ballot in the 
issue of The Catholic Library World published 
two months preceding date of election. 

d. At the same time the Nominating Com- 
mittee shall send a secret ballot, with self- 
addressed envelope to the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Elections, to each member of the 
Association. The ballot is to be returned thirty 
days before date of election. 

e. As above. 

FitzGerald: Section 15. 
Seal and Copyright: 

a. The official organ of the Catholic Library 
Association shall be known as The Catholic 
Library World, which name is protected by the 
laws of copyright as well as the contents of the 
periodical. Hence, the use of the title, Catholic 
Library World, and its contents by any publica 
tion not officially authorized by the President and 
Executive Council is strictly forbidden under 
penalry of the law. 

b. The names of other official publications of 
the Association already in operation or tempo- 
rarily suspended or soon to be commenced are 
also protected by the laws of copyright. 

c. The official seal of the Catholic Library 
Association must not be used for any private 
purpose. Its use must be limited according to 
regulations proposed by members of the Execu- 
tive Council, whose authorization must be se- 
cured. The official seal containing the name of 
the Catholic Library Association is protected by 
the laws of copyright. 

Mr. Byrne again made the statement that since 
a title cannot be copyrighted, only the magazine, 
the revisions in this section are out of order. 

Byrne: I move that revisions be dropped in 
Section 15 and that paragraph “a” shall be taken 
as in the Constitution without the revisions. 
Constitution reads: “The official organ of the 
Catholic Library Association shall be known as 
The Catholic Library World.” Seconded and 
carried. 

FitzGerald: I move that the business on re- 
visions be suspended and that the Chairman of 


Official Publications, 


Resolutions Committee give his report. Seconded 
and carried. 

Father Foik: Will the Chairman of the Reso- 
lutions Committee please present the resolutions? 

Father Foik: The chairman is absent. 

FitzGerald: I withdraw my motion. 

Father Foik: Is it the will of the President 
that we proceed with revisions on the Amend- 
ments and By-Laws. The President is absent. 
We shall proceed. 

FitzGerald: AMENDMENTS AND BY-LAWS. 
Section 1. a. The Constitution may be amended 
by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting 
at two successive meetings of the Association not 
less than four months apart, provided the notice 
of the proposed amendments be sent to each 
member of the Association at least one month 
for consideration before final adoption. The vote 
must be taken by secret ballot. 

b. By-Laws may be adopted and amended by 
vote of the Association upon written report of 
the Executive Council or of a special committee 
appointed and authorized by the Executive Coun- 
cil to report thereon. Any by-law may be dropped 
or suspended by a two-thirds vote of those pres- 
ent and voting at any regular meeting of the 
Association. 

Father Bouwhuis: I move that paragraph “a”, 
Section 1, be accepted as read, only the following 
sentence be deleted: “The vote must be taken 
by secret ballot”. Seconded and carried. 

Section 1. a. The Constitution may be amend- 
ed by a two-thirds vote of those present and vot- 
ing at two successive regular meetings of the 
Association not less than four months apart, 
provided the notice of the proposed amendments 
be sent to each member of the Association at 
least one month for consideration before final 
adoption. 

Willging: I move that Section 1, paragraph 
“b”, be accepted as read. Seconded and carried. 


FitzGerald: Section 2. a. The Vice-President 
automatically succeeds the President when the 
term of the latter expires and may therefore be 
regarded as President-elect. The retiring Presi- 
dent will then serve at least two years as a mem- 


ber of the Executive Council. 


Father Bouwhuis: I move that in Section 2 
“a” “The retiring President will then serve at 
least two years as a member of the Executive 
Council” be deleted. Lost. 


Father Bouwhuis: I move that in paragraph 
“a”, Section 2, the words “Executive Council” be 
changed to “Advisory Board”. Seconded and 
carried. 

Section 2. a. The Vice-President automatical- 
ly succeeds the President when the term of the 
latter expires and may therefore be regarded as 
President-elect. The retiring President will then 
serve at least two years as a member of the 
Advisory Board. 


FitzGerald: Section 6. d. Duties of Officers: 
The office of the Secretary-Treasurer is regarded 
as the headquarters of the Catholic Library Asso- 
ciation where all official records must be pre- 


served. 


Father Shanahan: I move that Section 6, “d”, 
stay as is. Seconded and carried. 


FitzGerald: Section 7. e. Votes by Corre- 
spondence of the Executive Council: The ap- 
proval in writing by a majority of the Executive 
Council on all matters requiring their action and 
decision has the force of a deciding number of 
votes, provided no more than one member ex- 
presses dissent. Failure of one or more members 
to render an opinion for or against a proposal 
made by the President of the Association on 
matters requiring action or decision or postpone- 
ment by the Executive Council has the same 
effect as of a person or persons present, but not 
voting. The time limit for members to declare 
themselves will be eighteen days from the date 
of notification in writing made by the President, 
unless an extension of time (three days or more) 
is requested by a member or members and 
granted by the President before the expiration 
of the voting period. Two dissenting votes of 
the Executive Council necessitate the presenta- 
tion of a minority opinion or opinions in writing 
to the Executive Council for further considera- 
tion; and a second vote on the same must then 
be taken before the action or decision becomes 
effective. 

Section 7. f. A review of all decisions by 
the Executive Council during the year from one 
annual meeting of the Catholic Library Associa 
tion to the next must be offered and any modi- 
fications or revisions thought necessary will be 
discussed and finally adopted or rejected. The 
list of agenda must be prepared beforehand and 
summarized in an orderly manner and the text 
of the decisions presented according to the rules 
of parliamentary law so as to expedite final

decisive action by the Council assembled in ex- 
ecutive session; the same matter must be out- 
lined for the members of the Catholic Library 
Association who may be present on the closing 
day of the Annual Convention. The texts of 
all decisions must then be published as soon as 
possible in the official organ, The Catholic Li- 
brary World. The exact official and complete re- 
port of the whole convention and all papers 
present must be filed for record with the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer at headquarters. 

Devereaux: I move that Section 7, “e”, be 
accepted as amended. Amendment: That the 
sentence “The time limit for members to declare 
themselves will be eighteen days from the date 
of notification in writing made by the President, 
unless an extension of time (three days or more) 
is requested by a member or members and 
granted by the President before the expiration 
of the voting period” be deleted. Seconded and 
carried. 

Section 7, e, stands as follows: Votes by Cor- 
respondence of the Executive Council: The ap 
proval in writing by a majority of the Executive 
Council on all matters requiring their action and 
decision has the force of a deciding number of 
votes, provided no more than one member ex- 
presses dissent. Failure of one or more members 
to render an opinion for or against a proposal 
made by the President of the Association on 
matters requiring action or decision or postpone- 
ment by the Executive Council has the same 
effect as of a person or persons present, but not 
voting. Two dissenting votes of the Executive 
Council necessitate the presentation of a minority 
opinion or opinions in writing to the Executive 
Council for further consideration; and a second 
vote on the same must then be taken before the 
action or decision becomes effective. 

Devereaux: I move that Section 7, “f”, be ac- 
cepted as read. Seconded and carried. 

FitzGerald: Section 12. e. A Finance Com 
mittee of three members chosen by the Executive 
Council must prepare an estimate of income for 
the fiscal year. The accounts of all receipts and 
expenditures of the Secretary-Treasurer as well 
as cash on hand and accounts outstanding must 
be examined by the Finance Committee and then 
audited by a certified public accountant and the 
financial condition declared to the Executive 
Council and the members of the Catholic Li- 
brary Association at the Annual Convention or 
oftener as occasions demand. 
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Section 12. f. When a Resolutions Commit- 
tee is required at the Annual Convention of the 
Association the President appoints same with the 
advice of the Executive Council. This com- 
mittee of three must prepare all resolutions re- 
' quested and submit them to the Executive Coun- 
cil for approval and then make a report to the 
Association at large during the final session of 
the Annual Convention. (For Nominating and 
Election Committees see Section 14 of the Con- 
stitution.) 

Willging: I move that in Section 12, para- 
graph “e”, the words “or oftener” be dropped 
from the paragraph and that it be accepted as 
amended. Seconded and carried. 


Section 12. e. A Finance Committee of three 
members chosen by the Executive Council must 
prepare an estimate of income for the fiscal year. 
The accounts of all receipts and expenditures of 
the Secretary-Treasurer as well as cash on hand 
and accounts outstanding must be examined by 
the Finance Committee and then audited by a 
certified public accountant and the financial con- 
dition declared to the Executive Council and the 
members of the Catholic Library Association at 
the Annual Convention as occasions demand. 


Father Bouwhuis: I move that Section 12, 
paragraph “f”, be accepted as read. Seconded 
and carried. 


FitzGerald: Section 17. Finances, Budgets, 
Appropriations, and Expenditures: a. All bud- 
gets of expenditures must be within the limits 
of the income of the Association. 

b. All appropriations and expenditures must 
be ordered and approved by the Executive Coun- 
cil in advance of commitment. 

c. Budgets of the running expenses for the 
transaction of official business of the following 
offices are provided for: President, Secretary- 
Treasurer, Editor of The Catholic Library World, 
and the Chairman of the Editorial Board of the 
C. P. 1., and the Editor of the Catholic Periodical 
Index. The Secretary-Treasurer must submit ap- 
plications for other offices for similar privileges 
to the Executive Council accompanied by an 
estimate of expenditures involved. 

Devereaux: I move that Section 17, para- 
graphs a, b, and c be accepted as read. Seconded 
and carried. 

FitzGerald: Section 7. g. Absences: To meet 
the situation that sometimes occurs regarding the 


necessity of a quorum of the Executive Council 
for the transaction of the business of the Cath- 
olic Library Association, a proxy must be ap- 
pointed and approved at least two months in 
advance of any annual Convention or regular 
meeting authorized by the Executive Council, and 
the available member thus chosen and approved 
by the majority of the Executive Council will 
serve as long as his functions and duties may 
require him to act; and/or may be deemed neces- 
sary by the majority of the Council. 

Every member of the Executive Council must 
declare his intention of presence at, or absence 
from, these authorized assemblies in advance and 
in accordance with the provisions assuring a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 


Devereaux: I move that in regard to Section 
7, paragraph “g”, the following changes be made: 
“In case of emergency at National Conventions” 
be inserted before “To meet ...”; “must” be 
changed to “shal!” in the phrase “a proxy must 
be appointed”; and that the rest of the section 
beginning with “and approved ...” be deleted. 
The rewording of Section 7, “g”, is: Absences: 
In case of emergency at National Conventions to 
meet the situation that sometimes occurs re- 
garding the necessity of a quorum of the Execu- 
tive Council for the transaction of the business 
of the Catholic Library Association, a proxy shall 
be appointed by the President and the Executive 
Council. Seconded and carried. 


FitzGerald: Section 18. Affiliation: That the 
members of the Catholic Library Association may 
reap the benefits and advantages of closer rela 
tionship with other associations with kindred and 
mutual interests, affiliation may be proposed with 
any such organization by petition or resolution 
passed at the annual convention or any regular 
meeting of the Catholic Library Association. 

a. Provided that the Catholic Library Asso- 
ciation does not sacrifice thereby, in any way, 
its independent existence and activities according 
to the policies formulated, decided, and declared 
by the Executive Council. 

b. Provided further, that two-thirds of the 
members of the Catholic Library Association reg- 
istered and voting by mail are in favor of this 
closer relationship. 

c. Provided, furthermore, that such combina 
tions of interests and operations shall be con- 
trolled by the Executive Council in conformity 
with its decisions rendered in each project re- 


garding the extent or limits or obligations of such 
joint action. 

Father Bouwhuis: I move that no action be 
taken on Section 18; that it be tabled. Seconded. 
By standing vote 10-10. Decision of the Chair: 
Motion lost. 

Frater Luke O’Donnell: I move that Section 
18 be accepted as read. Seconded and carried. 

On motion meeting adjourned at 12:25 p. m.

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ELEMENTARY SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


The Elementary School Libraries Round Table 
of the Catholic Library Association met for the 
first time in annual national convention in the 
Francis I Room of the Hotel Baltimore, Kansas 
City, Missouri, at 2:30 p. m., Friday, June 17, 
1938. Sister Mary Ambrose, C.S.J., diocesan 
supervisor of schools, Wichita, Kansas, presided, 
with Sister Mary Evelyn, C.S.J., librarian, Cathe- 
dral High School, Wichita, Kansas, acting as 
secretary. There were eighty-five persons in at- 
tendance. 

The meeting was opened with prayer, led by 
Sister Mary Ambrose, and the following program 
was given: 

1. Recognized Standards as Applied to Cath- 
olic Elementary School Libraries—Mrs. Grace E. 
Cartmell, Superintendent of Work with Chil- 
dren, The Queens Borough Public Library, Bor- 
ough of Queens, New York.* 

In the absence of Mrs. Cartmell, who was un- 
able to attend the convention, her paper was 
read by her assistant, Miss Virginia Chase, who 
is also secretary of the Children’s Section of the 

Discussion on the paper was led by Sister Mary 
Nathaniel, Sister of Charity of Leavenworth, 
Kansas. 

2. Sister M. Michael, Sister of Charity of 
Leavenworth, Kansas, in her paper on “Biblio- 
graphic Aids for the Elementary School Library”, 
stated that the elementary school library should 
become “the complement of the larger public 
library. This means that the Catholic library 
must supply Catholic books of a general reading 
interest which are not found in our public li- 
braries, or which carry a specific message of 
value to enrich the Catholic mind”. Similarly, 
non-Catholic bibliographical aids such as The 
Children’s Catalog must be supplemented by 
Msgr. Wolfe’s Classified List of Library Books 
(Scott, Foresman; 40 cents), Miss Kiely’s Classi-

fied List of Library Books for Catholic Boys and 
Girls (Pro Parvulis Book Club; new edition in 
preparation) and Sister Cecil’s Selected, Anno- 
tated List of Books and Magazines for Parochial 
School Libraries (J. W. Eckenrode, Westminster, 
Md.) as well as book reviews in current period- 
icals. 

During the discussion following this paper the 
question was raised as to the possibility of having 
a Catholic Library Association rating of juvenile 
books included on such free lists as Follett’s 
Guide to Good Reading, as a partial survey of 
the parish schools of the Missouri Valley showed 
that where a bibliography of any kind is used as 
a guide to book selection, it is very frequently 
a free list. 

3. The Content of the Catholic Elementary 
School Library—Miss Mary Kiely, Editorial Secre- 
tary, Pro Parvulis Book Club, New York City. 

Miss Kiely’s paper, which dealt with book se- 
lection principles, was printed in full in the 
September issue of The Catholic School Journal. 
In particular, she urged that the Catholic school 
“concentrate on picking and choosing for our 
children only those books that have a distinctive- 
ly Catholic contribution in one form or another”, 
allowing the public library to supply the general 
classics. 

DISCUSSION 

During the discussion, led by Sister Imogene 
Baker, O.S.B., of Mount St. Scholastica College, 
Atchison, it was pointed out that Sister Cecil 
in a recent article in the Catholic School Journal 
gives a few excellent points by which to judge 
a book for children: Is it interesting? Is it 
informational? Is it within the child’s experi- 
ence? Has it strong delineation of character and 
a clear solution of moral problems? Has it 
strong, piercing humor? She admits that few 
books have all of these qualities, but some of 
them are absolutely essential to a worthwhile 
book. The problem of clear and distinct char- 
acter delineation, for example, is more important 
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for children than for adults. It is not whole- 
some for the child reader to enter into the 
psychological phase of a question. Children must 
have a definite, unquestionable standard of good 
and evil. The heroes and heroines of very young 
readers should bear a resemblance to the little 
girl with the curl. “When she was good, she 
was very, very good, but when she was bad, she 
was horrid.” Such agencies as the Pro Parvulis 
Book Club are an invaluable aid to book selec- 
tion, because they provide a critical guide to new 
books, warning against bad or worthless ones, and 
recommending those which measure up to Cath- 
olic standards. 

The problem of fiction buying in isolated or 
rural parochial schools is not so simple as that 
of the school which has access to a public library. 
Certain classics are indispensable to meet re- 
quirements in these schools, which are at the 
same time often the poorest in funds for the 
acquisition of good Catholic books. How is this 
situation to be handled? The directed use of a 
public library is splendid training, where it can 
be practiced, but we must provide, too, for those 
poor parishes which have not even this resource 
to fall back upon. Moreover, they must often 
supply the scant community or parish library 
needs as well. 

4. A Library Enterprise in a Modern School— 
Sister M. Gustave, O. P., St. Thomas the Apostle 
School, Chicago, Illinois. Sister Gustave told of 
the work done by the seventh grade pupils in St. 
Thomas the Apostle School in organizing the 
library and preparing the books for circulation. 

5. Services Which the C. L. A. Can Render 
Catholic Schools—Sister Oliva, O.S.B., Mt. St. 
Scholastica College, Atchison, Kansas. 

6. Suggestions for Development of the Cath- 
olic Elementary School Library—Report of a com- 
mittee, composed of Sister Mary Agnes, S.C.L., 
Sister Mary Consolata, S.C.L., Sister Mary Ellen 
Patricia, S.L., Sister Mary Irene, S.C.L., Sister 
Mary James, S.C.L., Sister Mary Josephine, S.C.L. 
Sister Mary Germaine, S.S.M., Our Lady of Gua- 
dalupe School, Wichita, Kansas, chairman of the 
committee, read the report. The recommenda- 
tions were as follows: 

Objectives: 

1. To select a balanced collection of books 
with the religious and moral element prevailing, 
to meet the demands of an integrated Catholic 
educational program as it is outlined by grade in 
the Catholic curriculum. 


2. To encourage an interest in reading and 
books which are truly Catholic in tone. 


3. To stimulate exploratory reading for facts 
in science, history, biography, travel, geography, 
and religion, which are not only scientifically 
sound in value, but also facts containing nothing 
that would be harmful in the light of Catholic 
views on Faith, and religious and moral prin- 
ciples. 

4. To teach the effective use of library tools 
for research. 


5. Not only to establish the habit of using the 
public library freely, but also to direct, guide, 
and control carefully the type of reading at the 
child’s command. 


6. To foster a fine feeling for books that are 
“Keen, Katholic, and Klassic”, and a discrimi- 
nating judgment in values. 


Problems for consideration: 


The question of a central library and its ad- 
vantages over a number of classroom libraries. 


The use of all funds for Catholic books or 
just a per cent of the allotment. 


The encouragement of capable persons in the 
production of suitable literature for the elemen- 
tary school library. 


Suggested committees: 


The organization in the Catholic Library Asso- 
ciation concerned with elementary schools might 
be composed of four committees: One might 
keep in touch with trends in elementary library 
work; another might become informed about the 
best places for libraries of limited financial means 
to secure supplies; the third committee would re- 
quire more members—their duty would be to 
review new books and make suggestions; and to 
make a list of books advisable for an elementary 
school library; the fourth committee might re- 
ceive suggestions of the book committee and any 
information offered by the second committee and 
publish the same in the Catholic School Journal 
towards the end of each year. This last group 
could plan to publish the list of books as a sup 
plement to the book list already compiled and 
approved by the book committees, as that of 
Sister Mary Cecil. The committee should be 
named for a period of six years; each committee 
might retire half of its members every three years 
and receive that many new members. 


Moved by Sister Mary Nathaniel, S.C.L., that 
the report be accepted as a basis of continuity, 
and that the recommendations be incorporated 
in the minutes. The motion was carried. 


Moved by Sister Mary Germaine, S.S.M., that 
Sister Mary Oliva, O.S.B., be elected chairman 
for the coming year. The motion was carried. 


It was announced by the Chair that the wishes 
of the President of the C. L. A., Reverend Col- 
man J. Farrell, O.S.B., St. Benedict’s College, At- 
chison, Kansas, were to the effect that Dr. Wil- 
liam A. FitzGerald, Brooklyn Preparatory School 
Library, Brooklyn, New York, and Mother M. 
Agatha, O.S.U., Ursuline Academy, Wilmington, 
Delaware, recommend candidates for the follow- 
ing positions: Alternate to chairman, vice-chair- 
man, and alternate to vice-chairman. The fol- 
lowing candidates were recommended: Miss 
Edith Hull, Westover Hill, Wilmington, Dela- 
ware; a member to be appointed by Sister Mary 
Louise, Bishop McDonnell Memorial High School, 
Brooklyn, New York; and Miss Helen Stephens, 
Ursuline Academy, Wilmington, Delaware. 

A motion made by Sister Margaret Mary, C.S.]J., 
Cathedral High School, Wichita, Kansas, that the 
recommendations be accepted was carried. 

Meeting adjourned by the Chair at 5:15 p. m., 
and closed with prayer.

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ADVISORY BOARD 


The Advisory Board meeting was held on Mon- 
day, June 13, 1938, at 2:30 p. m. Municipal Audi- 
torium. Chairman: Dr. William A. FitzGerald, 
Librarian, Brooklyn Preparatory School, Brooklyn, 
New York. 


This meeting called together the chairmen, or 
alternates, of the Regional Conferences and Local 
Units of the C. L. A. The chairman announced 
that of the ten (10) regional conferences and 
local units which had sent petitions for approval 
to the Executive Council, nine (9) were ap 
proved and one (1) rejected because it did not 
contain the signatures of ten who are, or will 
become, members of the C, L. A. 


The group discussed the purpose of Regional 
Conferences and Local Units and decided to de- 
fine a Regional Conference as a meeting made 
up of a number of Units within a rather large 
geographical area, such as Eastern States, Mid- 
Western States, Southern States, Pacific States, 
etc. A Unit was defined as a group of members 
of the C. L. A. within a defined area such as a 
locality, a diocese, or, where members are few and 
scattered, a larger geographical area. The meet- 
ing of a few Units in proximity will be known as 
a Joint Session of such Units (by name). 


It was suggested by Sister Petrona that a new 
group of members, to be known as associate mem- 
bers, be recommended to the Executive Council. 
These members would be permitted to attend 
meetings, would pay one dollar membership fee, 
but would not receive The Catholic Library 
World. They would consist of library-minded 
members of a faculty wherein probably would 
already exist institutional or individual member- 
ship. 

After a comparison of objectives by Sister M. 
Florence of Atchison, Kansas; Sister Petrona of 
Wichita, Kansas; Sister St. James of St. Francis, 
Wisconsin; Father Reyling of Quincy, Illinois; 
Father Bouwhuis of Buffalo, New York; Mr. Frank 
Suhadolnik of Cleveland, Ohio; and Dr. William 
A. FitzGerald of Brooklyn, New York, it was de- 
cided to coordinate activities in the respective 
Units. 

The Chairman nominated, as Chairman of the 
Advisory Board to hold office until the next an- 
nual conference, Mr. Frank Suhadolnik, Librarian, 
John Carroll University, Cleveland, Ohio. By 
unanimous vote Mr. Suhadolnik was elected. 
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CATALOGING AND CLASSIFICATION 


The Cataloging and Classification Round Table 
was held Monday afternoon, June 13, 1938, in 
Room 201 of the Municipal Auditorium. The 
Reverend Thomas J. Shanahan, Librarian of the 
St. Paul Seminary, St. Paul, Minnesota, presided. 
Sister M. Louella, O.P., was Acting Secretary. 
Approximately forty persons were present. 

Mr. Eugene P. Willging, Librarian of the Uni- 
versity of Scranton, read a paper on “The Use 
of the Lynn Alternative Classification for Cath- 
olic Books”, in which he confined his treatment 
of the Lynn tables to their use in a library em- 
ploying the Decimal classification. He said that 
the four large divisions of the Lynn schedules— 
Christian literature, Theology, Canon Law and 
Church history, take the place of D. C.’s 208, 
230-259, 348, 270-279 and 282. For other material 
in the 200’s, the D. C. must still be used. Ad- 
vantages of the Lynn classification are: detailed 
schedules, with terms that fit the books exactly; 
numerous cross-references, explanatory notes, and 
examples of titles of books which belong under a 
a number; tables of common subdivisions for an 
author and his works and for religious orders. 
Attention was drawn to important notes which 
explain the kinds of material to be placed in the 
several parts of the classification and facilitate its 
use, especially the notes on pages 13, 220, 221, 
229 and 240. Classification of biographies by 
subject is done very well in the tables (although 
there is provided also a group of numbers to be 
used by libraries which wish to keep all biography 
together), and three other special problems han- 
dled satisfactorily are: The Church and social 
problems, Catholic action, and Liturgical drama, 
in the sections BOT 3403-3498 and 3503-3653, BQ 
5151-5167, and BQT 4691-4697. Mr. Willging 
suggested that the index, which includes only 
subjects, would be of considerably greater value 
if it could be expanded or supplemented to in- 
clude as well personal names, subdivisions of 
more subjects, and the examples of titles sup- 
plied in the text. 

The Reverend David R. Kinish, O.S.B., Asso- 
ciate Librarian of St. Benedict’s College, Atchi- 
son, Kansas, and the Reverend Harry C. Koenig, 
Librarian of St. Mary of the Lake Seminary, Mun- 
delein, Illinois, stated that they were using this 
classification in their respective libraries. The 
question of an abridgment for smaller libraries 
was brought up, and Father Shanahan said that 
Mrs. Lynn was willing to simplify the scheme if 


she knew what was wanted. Mr. Willging and 
Mr. Victor A. Schaefer, head of the catalog de- 
partment of the Catholic University, stressed the 
danger of too great simplification which looks 
only to the present and does not provide for 
future expansion. Mr. Schaefer suggested a cen- 
tral clearing house where the problems of those 
using the Lynn classification might be considered. 
Father Koenig offered to assist anyone in need of 
help in the fields of canon law, liturgy and theol- 
ogy. Sister Mary Mark, Sister of Charity, Librar- 
ian of St. Mary’s College, Leavenworth, Kansas, 
considered the schedule valuable for the out- 
lines and wealth of information it contains. 


Miss Bernadette A. Becker, Assistant Librarian 
of St. Thomas College, St. Paul, Minnesota, pre- 
sented a paper on “The Cataloging of Manuscript 
Material in Local Church History Collections”, 
an outline of Special Bulletin IV of the Minne- 
sota Historical Society entitled The Care and 
Cataloging of Manuscripts. According to this 
code, a collection of papers is cataloged in a 
fashion similar to that followed in the ordinary 
cataloging of books. Main entry is under the 
name of the principal author of the papers, 
whether this is a person, association or institu- 
tion; other names associated with the collection 
are given added entries, and entries are made for 
subjects treated. The nature of the material may 
call for items in the collation which are not 
common in the description of books: number of 
boxes (of manuscripts), important signatures, 
form of material (typed or photostatic copy of 
original), number of rolls of film (for film copies). 
Contents of a collection are not listed on the 
catalog card, but on special inventory sheets filed 
with the collection, with a duplicate set in the 
reference room. Classification is in nine large 
groups: three by type of author, and six accord- 
ing to form of material. Storage of a manuscript 
collection is provided in boxes made to accom- 
modate material filed in manila folders; films are 
filed in steel cabinets. 

Father Shanahan urged religious institutions to 
preserve their official letters for the benefit of 
future historians of parishes, dioceses and religious 
orders. Mr. Paul R. Byrne, Librarian of the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame, said that the university 
has about 200,000 letters cataloged by author and 
subject. The Reverend Oliver L. Kapsner, Li- 
brarian of St. John’s University, Collegeville, 
Minnesota, added that a great deal of archival 
work is done in his college. 
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A report of the Subcommittee on Bible Classi- 
fication entitled “Bible Classification Outlines and 
the Catholic Library” was presented by Father 
Shanahan.* The other members of this sub- 
committee were Miss Bernadette A. Becker, 
Father Kinish, and Mrs. Jeannette M. Lynn of 
Memphis, Tennessee. The purpose of the report 
was to bring out features of terminology and ar- 
rangement in the Bible sections of the L. C. and 
Decimal classifications which do not suit the 
needs of Catholic libraries, and to suggest an- 
notations and changes that would make them 
more useful. For many Old Testament books 
the L. C. and D. C. employ name forms which 
are found in non-Catholic editions of the Bible 
but are not familiar to users of Catholic versions. 
For each such book the report gives the corre- 
sponding Catholic name to be written into the 
schedule. In the order of the books of the Old 
Testament, too, the L. C. and D. C. follow a 
non-Catholic tradition by omitting a number of 
books from the main list and putting them in a 
separate place after all the other books. For 
these so-called deuterocanonical books (Tobias, 
Judith, Baruch, Ecclesiasticus, Wisdom, 1 & 2 
Machabees, and some sections of Esther and 
Daniel), the report indicates the places they hold 
in the official Catholic list of books of the Old 
Testament. Changed class numbers are given for 
each deuterocanonical book to harmonize the 
L. C. classification with this list. Mr. Myrum W. 
Getchell, in charge of the D. C. editorial office 
at the Library of Congress, was present at the 
meeting and gave permission to make a similar 
list of modifications for the Decimal Classifica- 
tion. 


Dr. Igino Giordani, of the Vatican Library, was 
presented by Mr. Schaefer. Dr. Giordani said he 
had considered using the Lynn classification, but 
thought the three letter notation too long; Father 
Shanahan suggested using the two letter notation 
explained in the introduction to the schedule. 
In later discussion, Mr. Schaefer objected to the 
practice of dropping the words Catholic church 
in entries for church bodies, pointing out that 
before entries such as Department of State, the 
United States is not omitted. The reason why 
the Vatican Library drops the words Catholic 
church is doubtless because so large a percentage 
of its entries would file under these words. 
Father Shanahan believed in omitting Catholic

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church only in entries for liturgical books, not in 
entries for church bodies. 


Father Koenig was elected chairman of the 
Cataloging and Classification Round Table for 
the year 1939. Mr. Schaefer was elected vice- 
chairman. 


THEOLOGICAL SEMINARIES 


The Theological Seminaries Round Table held 
its meeting on Friday afternoon, June 17, 1938, 
with the Reverend Oliver L. Kapsner, O.S.B., St. 
John’s University Library, Collegeville, Minnesota, 
as chairman. 


The Reverend David R. Kinish, O.S.B., The 
Abbey Library, St. Benedict’s College, Atchison, 
Kansas, read a paper on “The Holy See’s Regula- 
tions Regarding Seminary Libraries”. 


SEMINARY LIBRARY REGULATIONS 


The Holy Father, Pope Pius XI, has on more 
occasions than one expressed his desire that 
priests should be men of culture and learning. 
“The priest must be graced by no less knowledge 
and culture than is usual among well-bred and 
well-educated people of his day. This is to say 
that he must be healthily modern, as is the 
Church, which is at home in all times and all 
places, and adapts itself to all; which blesses and 
furthers all healthy initiative and has no fear of 
the progress, even the most daring progress, of 
science, if only it be true science” (Encyclical 
Ad Catholici Sacerdotii, December 20, 1935). 


In this same encyclical on the Catholic Priest- 
hood the Holy Father refers to a previous docu- 
ment, the Apostolic Constitution Deus Scienti- 
arum Dominus of May 24, 1931, which contains 
the new regulations of the Holy See for the or- 
ganizations of Universities and Faculties. Con- 
cerning this document the Holy Father says: 
“Our special purpose in this decree was to make 
even broader and higher the culture and learning 
of priests.” Title V, Article 48 of the Deus 
Scientiarum Dominus contains the following reg- 
ulations concerning the library: “In each Uni- 
versity or Faculty there is to be a library suited 
to the use of the professors and students, proper- 
ly classified and cataloged, which can serve the 
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University or Faculty both in teaching and study 
as well as for the research activities of the stu- 
dents.” 


Later the Congregation of Seminaries and Uni- 
versities issued the Ordinationes ad constitu- 
tionem apostolicam rite exequendam, a docu- 
ment issued for the purpose of properly putting 
into effect the prescriptions of the Deus Scienti- 
arum Dominus. Article 45 of the Ordinationes 
gives the following prescriptions regarding the 
library: 
1. Each university or faculty is to have a 
reference library in which are to be found the 
principal sacred and profane works necessary 


for the scientific research of both professors 
and students. 


2. Careful provision is to be made and 
precautions taken to set aside a certain sum 
of money not only to establish the library, but 
also to increase the library’s holdings each 
year with old as well as recent works and 
periodicals according to the nature of the 
library. 

3. Such library rules and regulations must 
be made as will best care for the needs of 
professors and students and at the same time 
carefully prevent the students from wasting 
time or suffering harm to faith and morals. 


4. If each institution or scientific laboratory 
does not have its own library, easy access to a 
general library must be provided. 


The Dictionnaire de Droit Canonique (t. 2, 
col. 801-25) has a splendid article under the 
heading “Bibliotheques”, written by the Reverend 
J. de Ghellinck, S.J., and the fourth section of 
the article deals directly and quite exhaustively 
with the documents above quoted. 


If the seminary is to meet the Holy Father's 
wish that it train priests who are learned in the 
sacred sciences and who have, in addition, “the 
knowledge and culture that is usual among well- 
bred and well-educated people of his day” the 
seminary library must be equipped to supply such 
tools in the way of books and periodicals as will 
make the acquisition of some of that knowledge 
and culture possible. The library collection must 
be representative, not only in philosophy, the 
various branches of theology, church history and 
canon law, but also in language and literature, 
profane history, the sciences, and art. The semi- 
nary librarian should be trained in library work 
and he should have no teaching duties that will 
interfere with the proper performance of his 
library work; he should have assistance, if he 
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needs it, to enable him to give library service 
through the entire day instead of for just a few 
hours. And, finally, there must be an adequate 
budget allowance to keep such a collection up 
to date. 


Following an interesting discussion of this 
paper, the Reverend Oliver L. Kapsner, O.S.B., 
presented a paper on “The Encyclicals of Pius XI 
in the Training of a Seminarian”. 


ENCYCLICALS OF PIUS XI 


The encyclicals of Pius XI were chosen as a 
topic for the Catholic Library Convention in 
order to honor the Librarian-Pope, for Catholic 
librarians may justly feel proud to hear it said 
that one of the greatest popes of modern times 
is also one of the greatest librarians of modern 
times. 

Fundamental for the training of a seminarian is 
the study of philosophy, theology, and Sacred 
Scriptures. But a new direction could be given 
to some of these courses, designed to meet the 
new conditions and problems of the era in which 
we live. What this new direction or new em- 
phasis should be can be found in the encyclicals 
of Pius XI. 


The Holy Father points out in his encyclicals 
that there is a common foe existing today for all 
Christianity, a foe mighty and strong for battle. 
This foe is the doctrine of materialism develop- 
ing more and more into atheism, not an apathetic 
atheism but a violent one. 


The plan of attack against this common enemy 
is outlined already in the very first encyclical of 
Pius XI, Ubi Arcano Dei, December 23, 1922. In 
this encyclical the Holy Father makes known 
with a certain marvelous foresight the general 
aim for his pontificate. The new Pontiff wishes 
to bring peace. This ideal can only be realized 
by bringing the world back to Christ, that is, by 
returning to the teachings of Christ, obeying His 
counsels and following His example in matters 
of public and of private life. The encyclical 


Quas Primas, December 11, 1925, instituted the 
feast of Christ the Universal King. More tangible 
means to attain the goal which Pius XI had set 
for himself and for the entire Catholic world 
are found in the encyclical Azione Cattolica, July, 


1931. Under the direction of the clergy the lay- 
man is to take a more active role in the work of 
the Church; he is to participate in the apostolate 
of the hierarchy. In the encyclical Quadragesimo 
Anno, May 15, 1931, Pius XI is portrayed in that 
particular virtue in which he excels, namely, 
fortitude. He looks events in the face squarely, 
seeks out all the facts with astounding thorough- 
ness, describes what he finds in the baldest terms, 
points out the weak spots in the organism he 
proposes to heal, and proposes positive remedies. 
He takes up the cause of the proletariat in par- 
ticular and suggests the idea of a corporate state, 
where a large group recognizes and protects the 
proper functionings of smaller groups, that is, of 
the professional societies or guilds. The cause of 
the social order is again taken up in the encycli- 
cals Nova Impedet, October 2, 1931, and Caritate 
Christi Compulsi, May 3, 1932. Finally comes a 
most vigorous encyclical Divini Redemptoris, “On 
Atheistic Communism”, March 19, 1937. It is 
not only a vigorous denunciation of Communism 
but is a thorough and skillful examination of the 
whole subject of social evils and social reform. 


Probably the most important task for a semi- 
nary today, if it earnestly desires to train efficient 
ambassadors of Christ, is to get seminaries steeped 
in the social question. The encyclicals of Pius 
XI leave no room for doubt as to the importance 
of the social question. It is the topic which has 
engaged the attention of the Holy Father more 
than any other and about which he has written 
most. 


CHAIRMAN ELECTED 


The Reverend Charles F. Kruger, S. J., of St. 
Mary’s College, St. Mary’s, Kansas, was elected 
chairman of this round table for the coming year. 


HIGH SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


The High School Libraries Round Table was 
held on the afternoon of Friday, June 17, 1938, 
in Hall 308 of the Municipal Auditorium. The 
hall was filled to capacity, a considerable number 
of delegates to the American Library Association 
Convention adding to the large group of our own 
members present. 


The meeting was divided into two parts: a half- 
hour business session and a two-hour professional 
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conference. Brother J. Sylvester, F.S.C., of La 
Salle Institute Library, Glencoe, Missouri, pre- 
sided. 


BUSINESS SESSION 


At the business session the following work was 
accomplished: 

1. It was voted that preliminary steps be 
taken towards the establishment of a permanent, 
regularly constituted High School Libraries Sec- 
tion within the C. L. A. 

2. Sister Mary Louise, R.S.M., of Bishop Mc- 
Donnell Memorial High School Library, Brooklyn, 
New York, was elected chairman of the 1939 
High School Libraries Round Table. It was the 
expressed wish of the delegates present that she 
provide for next year’s program and that she lead 
in the organizing of the proposed High School 
Libraries Section. 

3. A Steering Committee, composed of Sister 
Mary Louise, Sister Mary Irene, S.C. (Leaven- 
worth), and Brother J. Sylvester, F.S.C., was 
chosen. This committee, which is to function as 
a temporary Executive Board for the High School 
Libraries group, is to remain active only until 
the close of the 1939 national convention of the 

4. The Steering Committee was empowered to 
proceed, under the chairmanship of Sister Mary 
Louise, in organizing the projected High School 
Libraries Section. 

5. Sister Mary Louise was authorized to ap- 
point whatever special committees she may wish 
towards that end. 

6. All tentative arrangements made by Sister 
Mary Louise, the Steering Committee, or special 
committees, relative to the establishment of the 
High School Libraries Section must be submitted 
for approval to the High School Libraries Round 
Table at the 1939 national convention of the 


ADDRESSES 


Three interesting, instructive, and inspiring 
papers were presented at the professional con- 


ference. Each speaker was allotted twenty min- 


utes, leaving an equal amount of time for a floor 
discussion of the address. Every paper elicited 
spontaneous, lively, and abundantly worthwhile 
comment and interrogation. 

In the first offering, “Arousing Teacher Interest 
in the High School Library”, Sister M. Julice, 
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S.S.N.D., of Rosati-Kain High School Library, St. 
Louis, established a convincing case for the im- 
portance and the necessity of the librarian’s en- 
listing faculty enthusiasm in the library’s collec- 
tion, its spirit, its aims, and its methods, and she 
clearly set forth a wide variety of means for the 
gaining of such support. 


Among the many points developed in her 
paper, the following were the most fully dis- 
cussed from the floor: 

1. The establishment of a student library 
guild, such as is in operation at Rosati-Kain High 
School. One of the services supplied by that 
organization is that of assisting very materially 
the teachers in the carrying out of their students’ 
library assignments. The members aim to in- 
terest both students and faculty members in the 
school library. 

2. The arranging for a teachers’ “corner” or 
room in the library, in which plentiful profes- 
sional literature and other reading matter of par- 
ticular appeal to faculty members are at hand. 
This “corner” or room is to be kept sacred to 
the teachers. 

3. The encouraging of teachers to use the 
library rooms for their general faculty meetings 
and special group gatherings. 

4. The providing by the library staff of occa- 
sional parties and library tours for the faculty 
members. 

5. The allowing to faculty members, when it 
is at all possible, first use of new books and 
periodicals. 

6. The purchase now and then by the library 
of a book or a periodical in which it is known 
or believed a particular teacher or group of 
teachers would be personally interested, even 
though the budget be slightly “warped” thereby. 


In listing her schemes for arousing teacher in- 
terest Sister Julice incidentally afforded an addi- 
tional argument for the proper and convenient 
location of the library in the school building. 
She gave it as her personal experience that some 
teachers, indifferent in regard to the library, will 
not even visit it when it is not well located. 


It seemed to be the concensus of opinion that 
unless the principal of the high school is en- 
thusiastically concerned in the success of the li- 
brary, the librarian’s efforts to interest apathetic 
faculty members will be partially nullified. The 
assembly agreed that much missionary work yet 


remains to be done in regard to school admini- 
strators, and the view was expressed that the 
high school library will function as it should only 
when all teachers and administrators, as well as 
librarians, are required to have followed courses 
in library aims and methods. It was recom- 
mended that each high school librarian elect 
himself an apostle in this matter. 


Doctor William A. FitzGerald, of Brooklyn 
Preparatory School Library, Brooklyn, New York, 
gave an illuminating and inspiring exposition of 
“Secondary School Library and Librarian Stand- 
ards”.* 


“The High School Library and Catholic Ac- 
tion” was the subject of an impelling talk by 
Brother Luke Clement, F.S.C., of St. Patrick 
Academy Library, Chicago, Illinois. Delving deep 
into his well-stocked store of experience both as 
a librarian and an outstanding moderator of Stu- 
dent Catholic Action, Brother Luke, in well- 
chosen example and illustration, portrayed the 
peculiarly strategic position of the high school 
library in regard to student “participation in the 
apostolate of the hierarchy”. He argued very 
tellingly that the high school library, through its 
collection, its spirit, its service, its aims, and its 
methods, stands second to no other school agency 
in fostering and furthering the great movement 
so dear to the heart of Our Holy Father, whether 
as an auxiliary of the school as a whole or as 
an independent department. 

In preparing his paper, Brother Luke mailed 
seventy-six letters to leaders in Student Catholic 
Action and notably successful Catholic high 
school librarians. Thirty-one responded to his 
communications with suggestions, comments, and 
points for discussion. Much of the matter con- 
tained in the replies were incorporated in his 
paper. 

“More and more,” he declared, “I think we 
feel the importance of the thought content in 
Catholic Action. Certainly there is too much 
activity divorced from motives and ideals. These 
most surely come through correct reading. 

“It seems to me that a principal function of 
the high school library is to make books attrac-

tive. A librarian is a book salesman who needs 
good advertising for his product, a good show 
case to present them, a courteous staff of sales- 
men, and the whole air of wanting to serve the 
customers with a highly desirable article. 

“Frankly, a Catholic library must be built 
around Catholic books, ‘Catholic with both a 
Capital C and a small c, in the sense of all those 
great books which have humanity as their sub- 
ject’. 

“Our modern young people are not readers. 
It is the job of the librarian and the library to 
coax them to accept books as modern advertis- 
ing has coaxed them to accept autos, electric 
refrigerators, tooth paste, and a thousand gadgets 
which are so utterly unimportant as compared 
to a great book.” 


LIBRARY SERVICE TO CATHOLIC 
READERS 


The Round Table devoted to Library Service 
for Catholic Readers met in the Municipal Audi- 
torium on Monday, June 13, 1938, under the 
chairmanship of Reverend Louis A. Gales of St. 
Paul, Minnesota. About sixty persons attended. 
The four speakers presented a unified program 
which offered many practical methods of arous- 
ing people generally to take active interest in 
stimulating Catholic reading. 


DIOCESAN LIBRARY PROGRAM 


In the opening paper by Mother Agatha of the 
Ursuline Academy of Wilmington, Delaware, it 
was shown that a diocesan library is not only an 
ideal form of spreading Catholic books, but that 
it can be done. The situation in Delaware, be- 
cause the diocese is comparatively small and has 
only thirty-six parishes, simplifies the organization 
of this original Diocesan Library program. It is 
of first importance in such a plan that the key 
person be thoroughly convinced of the necessity 
of Catholic reading. Wilmington may be an ex- 
ception in this regard because Mother Agatha has 
been heart and soul in this work for many years. 
Another important factor in any Diocesan Library 
program is the active support of the Bishop. In 
the case of Bishop Fitzmaurice, who is thorough- 
ly in accord with Mother Agatha’s program, the 
situation again is ideal. Not only does the Bishop 
encourage the work of Mother Agatha, but each 
parish is assessed in order to support the Diocesan 
Library. The library itself is in the Ursuline 
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Academy where Mother Agatha can give it her 
personal attention. One of the fine results of 
this library is that many people are using it to 
build up their spiritual life. They are not con- 
tent to read popular fiction but have asked 
Mother Agatha to outline for them a reading 
program which will give them a sure foundation 
of the spiritual life. 

Anyone who heard Mother Agatha’s enthusi- 
astic paper would be inclined to cooperate with 
diocesan authorities in establishing a similar li- 
brary in his own diocese. 


BOOK LISTS 
The second speaker, Mr. Eugene Willging of 
the University of Scranton, aimed to show that 
Catholic book titles were not being represented 
as fairly as they should be in our public library 
selection tools. The following high points of 
this important paper are submitted for the earn- 

est consideration of the C. L. A. 


“Librarians stress age, sex, occupation and edu- 
cation in determining what people are likely to 
read. It seems that religious affiliation should 
also be a factor in the choice of books. This 
factor has been recognized by some libraries 
which issue booklists for their Catholic readers. 
Librarians expect Catholics to be articulate and 
present their requests. Furthermore, they will 
not refuse the donations of Catholic books. Al- 
though Miss Haines (Living With Books—Colum- 
bia U. Press, 1935) recognizes the fact ‘in many 
library collections books that present the Protes- 
tant faith predominate to a degree that invali- 
dates fair proportional balance’ her bibliographies 
at the end of the chapter do not list a Catholic 
book on religion among the modern works and 
only Dimnet’s Art of Thinking among books on 
philosophy. 

“How do the major book selection lists put 
into practice the principle that ‘selection must be 
broad, tolerant, without partisanship or propa- 
ganda’? Since it was impossible to examine all 
the titles in the tools selected, I chose the Re- 
ligion section as the one where Catholic books 
would most likely be mentioned. 

“In the Religion section of the A. L. A. Cata- 
log 1926-1931, there are ninety-three titles of 
which six are Catholic. Booklist Books, another 
A. L. A. publication, for the six years 1932-1937, 
gives forty titles, none Catholic. Thus, two major 
A. L. A. publications from 1926 to 1937 choose

only six Catholic books out of 143 titles in Re- 
ligion. The A. L. A. also has a special Religious 
Books Committee which makes an annual selec- 
tion. In 1934 not a single Catholic title appeared 
among their fifty choices; in 1935, there was one 
out of forty; in 1936, four out of forty; and in 
1937, two out of forty-five. That is the record of 
the A. L. A. 


“The data taken from the Standard Catalog for 
Public Libraries, issued by H. W. Wilson, is very 
similar. The 1934 edition of the Standard Carta 
log mentions 624 titles in Religion of which 
twenty-six are Catholic. Eight of these twenty- 
six are classified in 282, the number for the 
Catholic Church. Since there are only nine 
titles in the 282 division, we can say that out- 
side of this number specifically devoted to the 
Church, there are only eighteen Catholic titles 
of 615 religious titles. You can figure out the 
percentage at your leisure, but I assure you it 
won't reach five per cent. The 1937 Supplement 
chose three Catholic titles out of ninety-six re- 
ligious titles. 


“Fortunately, the local situation is frequently 
better than our survey would lead us to expect. 
As a result of a questionnaire sent to libraries in 
cities of over 200,000 population, we received 
twenty-seven lists of books for Catholics, which 
indicates that there is a need for Catholic book- 
lists and that the need is often filled in part. 


“How are these local lists compiled? In prac- 
tically every case a Catholic member of the li- 
brary staff, or a local Catholic organization, such 
as the Third Order of St. Francis, is responsible. 


“Are public librarians satisfied with their lists 
or do they want something more complete? Re- 
cently we sent a questionnaire to about fifty large 
public libraries and secured the reactions of 
twenty-nine to the compilation of a Catholic 
Booklist which would note some 500 titles of 
books now in print and would give a short de- 
scriptive annotation for each title. 


“As the reactions were generally favorable, I 
wish to take this occasion to announce that the 
library staff of the University of Scranton is pro- 
ceeding with the compilation of this Catholic 
Booklist in the hope that it will become a source 
from which the individual public library lists can 
be compiled. Furthermore, the list can be used 
as a checklist against the holdings of any library.” 


CATHOLIC BOOKSHELF 
The paper by Reverend Nicholas A. Steffen of 
Columbia College, Dubuque, Iowa, was so well 
received that many people in the audience asked 
him for literature which would enable them to 
carry out his unique program of a Catholic book 
shelf in their respective communities. 


In explaining the work of the Catholic book 
shelf, Father Steffen said in part: 


“About three years ago a Catholic book shelf 
was inaugurated in the public library at Dubuque, 
Iowa. The first step was to approach the librar- 
ian and the Board of Library Trustees with a plan 
and an enumeration of advantages to be expected. 
The shelf committee, in brief, agreed to donate 
Catholic books to the library, while the library 
authorities offered to place them in circulation 
as they do other books, give them a special sec- 
tion (labeled ‘Catholic Shelf’), and rebind the 
volumes when necessary. It was further agreed 
that the librarian might reject any book deemed 
unsuitable. To date, none has been rejected. 


“With the approval of the Archbishop the 
project was then publicized through the local 
Catholic press and an appeal made for the con- 
tribution of books or funds. 


“No special method of financing the shelf has 
been employed. Several Catholic societies have 
contributed books from time to time and inter- 
ested individuals have done the rest. The growth 
of the shelf has been steady. To date, there are 
about 1,000 volumes not counting Catholic refer- 
ence works or Catholic books to be found in 
other sections of the library. Incidentally, the 
library officials are not asked to place on the 
shelf the Catholic books they acquire themselves 
for general circulation. 


“The circulation of books has been even better 
than anticipated, the rate varying from ten to 
fifty volumes a day. (Dubuque is a city of about 
43,000 population.) 

“The aim of the committee has been to supply 
the shelf first with current representative Cath- 
olic books in every department of literature, and 
only gradually to add the established classics of 
earlier years. Fiction and biography are most in 
demand with essays and poetry next in order. 

“The experience of three years convinces the 
Dubuque committee that the Catholic shelf is 
emphatically worth while. It places a representa- 
tive collection of our literature within easy reach 


of our own people, and it attracts many non- 
Catholic readers whose only contact with intel- 
lectual Catholicism is the public library. 

“The public library officials at Dubuque have 
been most gracious in their cooperation and have 
frequently expressed themselves as delighted with 
the project. They have also recommended it to 
librarians in other cities.” 

Reverend Joseph A. Wagner’s talk on “A Book 
Club in Every Parish” will be printed in a later 


issue. 


GUILD OF CATHOLIC READERS 


The chairman of the committee made a sug- 
gestion which was received with considerable in- 
terest. He proposed that the C. L. A. institute a 
Guild of Catholic readers. It would be the ob- 
ject of the guild to determine the names of 
Catholic patrons of public libraries. A moderator 
would be appointed in each parish to consult 
with the pastor and request an announcement 
from the pulpit urging all public library patrons 
in the parish to report to the parish chairman. 
The parish chairman would form committees to 
arouse interest in such smaller groups to request 
that Catholic books be made available in the 
public libraries. 

A proposal was also made that members of 
such a Guild of Catholic Readers form a com- 
mittee to determine what Catholic titles are 
available in the public libraries and to give this 
list to the diocesan paper requesting that a cer- 
tain number of titles be published each week. 

In order to crystallize the work of the Com- 
mittee on library service for Catholic readers, 
the following resolutions were passed upon by 
the executive committee: 

1. Resolved that the C. L. A. institute a Guild 
of Catholic Readers, membership in said 
guild to be made up of Catholics who draw 
books from the local public library. 

(a) Said readers will be invited to join 
the C. L. A. 

). Resolved that each diocesan Catholic week- 
ly cooperate with a local member of the 
C. L. A. in gradually printing the list of 
all Catholic books in the local public li- 
brary. 

(a) The type for this list to be kept stand- 
ing so that the diocesan weekly can 
print a permanent booklist. 
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3. Resolved that independent groups, parish 
libraries, etc., cooperate with the public 
library in featuring Catholic books during 
Book Week. 

4. Resolved that the C. L. A. request every 
magazine distributing agency, such as Ameri- 
can News Co., to supply a list of periodi- 
cals which have offended or which now 
offend, against the Legion of Decency— 
that the C. L. A. will write to such pub- 
lishers demanding conformity with stand- 

ards of public decency. 


COLLEGE LIBRARIANS 

The College Libraries Round Table met on 
Friday, June 17, 1938, at 2:30 p. m., in the Muni- 
cipal Auditorium. Victor A Schaefer of the 
Catholic University Library presided. 

The business meeting was held first and at 
the suggestion of the President of the C. L. A,, 
a board of directors for the College Libraries Sec- 
tion was elected. The board of directors is to 
consist of the retiring chairman of the section, 
the chairman-elect and the vice-chairman. In 
this manner the board of directors of the round 
table will insure a continuity of program and the 
incoming chairman will benefit from the experi- 
ence of the preceding chairman. 

The officers elected are as follows: Chairman- 
elect, Reverend Max Satory, Librarian, St. Mary’s 
College, Winona, Minnesota; Vice-chairman-elect, 
Miss Bernadette A. Becker, Catholic Historical 
Society, St. Paul. The latter two chairmen-elect 
will be chairmen of the successive round tables. 

The paper of the Round Table, “Certain Fac- 
tors in the Selection of Books for College Li- 
braries”, was read by Sister M. Louella, O.P., 
Rosary College Library School, River Forest, IIli- 
nois, and will be printed in full in a later issue 
of the World.

CATALOGING AND CLASSIFICATION 


The membership of this committee, since its 
reappointment by the Executive Council in the 
spring of 1937, has consisted of the following: 
Mrs. Mabel Reinhardt Curran, Miss Marie Law- 
rence, Mrs. Jeannette Murphy Lynn, and Rever- 
end Thomas J. Shanahan, chairman. In the 
course of the year, Mrs. Curran and Miss Law- 
rence resigned. 

This report will be divided into separate notes 
on each of the projects the committee has been 
working upon: 

1. Religious subject headings. Work on the 
general list has been interrupted by the resigna- 
tion of Mrs. Curran. It is expected to be taken 
up again soon by a new editor, the Reverend 
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Oliver L. Kapsner, O.S.B., Librarian of St. John’s 
University, Collegeville, Minnesota. A list of 
headings on the literature of preaching has been 
prepared by Mr. William Stetson Merrill, and he 
has promised to put the list on cards and send 
it to us. 

2. A subcommittee on Bible classification con- 
sisting of the chairman of the Committee on 
Cataloging and Classification, and of Miss Berna- 
dette A. Becker (Assistant Librarian of the Col- 
lege of St. Thomas, St. Paul, Minnesota), Mrs. 
Jeannette Murphy Lynn, and the Reverend David 
R. Kinish, O.S.B., (Associate Librarian of the 
Abbey Library, St. Benedict’s College, Atchison, 
Kansas) has prepared a report on Bible classifica- 
tions and intends to adapt them to the needs of 
Catholic libraries. Tables of modifications to be 
introduced in the L. C. and D. C. tables are pro- 
vided in the report.* 

3. Translation of the Vatican Library catalog- 
ing code. The A. L. A. Committee on Catalog- 
ing and Classification, of which Mr. Arnold H. 
Trotier of the University of Illinois is chairman, 
has expressed a desire that the translation be 
completed as soon as possible so that it may be 
published. The translation is complete except 
for some revisions to be made in Chapter 4 
(Subject Headings) and the section on Geographic 
Names in Chapter 1. Mr. Victor A. Schaefer of 
the Catholic University of America Library has 
translated Chapters 2 and 3, Mr. Constantin Ves- 
selowsky of the New York Public Library has done 
Chapter 4, and the chairman of the committee 
Chapters 1, 5 and 6. A date has not been set for 
publication, but the final work of revision and 
completion should not take more than two or 
three months. 

4. The possibility or desirability of making an 
abridgment of the Lynn Alternative Classification 
for Catholic Books for use in high school li- 
braries has been considered by Mrs. Lynn. A 
letter has just been received from her inquiring 
about the number of such libraries which have 
tried the classification or which have considered 
it and held off for various reasons, and asking for 
a decision from the committee, or from interested 
classifiers, whether to abridge or not to abridge. 
In her letter, Mrs. Lynn makes suggestions on the 
form an abridgment should follow.

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REGIONAL CONFERENCES AND 
LOCAL UNITS 


On December 18, 1937, President Colman Far- 
rell invited me to act until the national confer- 
ence in Kansas City, Missouri, as chairman of 
the Committee on Regional Conferences and 
Local Units. As such, I culled the back numbers 
of The Catholic Library World and from what- 
ever information I could find about Conferences 
and Units I organized a list of possible chair- 
men, and to all, even though chairmen and 
localities at times seemed to conflict, I sent a 
copy of the enclosed “Procedure for Regional 
Conferences and Local Units of the Catholic 
Library Association”, which has been published 
in the April, 1938, issue of The Catholic Library 
World.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS* 


The revisions of the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the Catholic Library Association were reported 
by the committee to the Fourth General Session 
of the Convention on Thursday, June 16. The 
chairman pointed out the procedure by stating 
that it should be clearly understood by the as- 
sembly that decisions made now are not final; 
that this presentation of revisions and amend- 
ments is only the first declaration and that par- 
liamentary law demands two readings in order 
that proper attention be given to each section and 
sub-head; that the assembly is at liberty to advise 
the committee even after the present changes are 
made. A copy of the Constitution and By-Laws 
as revised and amended will be sent to each 
member before the next annual convention at 
which time a final vote will be taken and the 
revised Constitution and By-Laws will then go 
into effect. 


Throughout the entire document the present 
tense was proposed by the committee but a 
motion was made and seconded that the impera- 
tive form be restored according to the wording 
in the original Constitution. 


Section 1, Name: All revisions of the com- 
mittee were deleted except the statement re- 
garding the incorporation of the Association. 
Section 2 was passed over temporarily and the 
reading of Section 3 was requested. 


In anticipation of the action by the Committee 
on Constitution and By-Laws, a special Com- 
mittee on the Scope and policies of the Catholic 
Library Association was appointed by the Presi- 
dent for this very purpose. Its findings, as pre- 
sented, were incorporated in a new Section 3. 
This section under its various sub-heads was dis- 
cussed in minutest detail by the assembled mem- 
bers. Every item was sifted and many changes 
were made. The revised text, as now authorized 
by the vote of all members present, is here 
quoted in full: 

Section 3, Scope and Policies: Specifically the 
mature and character of the activities of the 
Catholic Library Association and its objectives 
are as follows: 


(a) To disseminate knowledge of library serv- 
ice to all its members. 


*This report summarizes the major changes of and dis- 
cussion on the Constitution as given at the Kansas City 
Convention. 


(b) To compile bibliographical research aids 
that will promote Catholic scholarship, 

(c) To carry on and/or provide for the official 
publications of the Association. 

(d) To encourage the formation of Sections, 
Regional Conferences and Units within the 
Association. 

(e) To act as standardizing agent for Catholic 
Library Schools by co-operating with the 
national and state standardizing agents. 

(f) To collaborate with other organizations 
having problems of mutual interest. 

Section 2, Object, was then reconsidered and 
amended to read: 

Section 2, Object: The purpose of the organi- 
zation shall be to initiate, foster and encourage 
any movement towards the progress of Catholic 
literature and Catholic library work. The amend- 
ments of Sections 2 and 3 were seconded and 
carried unanimously. 

The meeting suspended its deliberations at 
11:45 a. m. for recess and luncheon. The Fifth 
General Session of the Convention began at 
2:30 p. m. 

Section 4, Membership, was read and a few 
minor revisions were made. One sub-head was 
added with the following provision: 

(i) Associate membership: The annual dues 
of Associate membership shall be one 
($1.00) dollar, which does not include 
subscription to the official organ of the 
Catholic Library Association or a right to 
vote. 

Section 5, Officers, and Section 6, Duties of 

officers, were adopted without change. 

Section 7, Executive Council, called for re- 
arrangement and amendments of sub-heads “c” 
and “d”. Certain deletions were also ordered to 
simplify the text. The meeting suspended its 
deliberations at 4:35 p. m. with the announce- 
ment that the members of the Association would 
reconvene in special General Session at 10:00 
a. m., Friday, June 17. 

Promptly at the appointed time the members 
of the Catholic Library Association gathered to 
continue and finish the work of revision. 

Section 8, Boards, was read and certain minor 
changes were made and approved. 

Section 9, Sections, was adopted as read. 

Section 10, Regional Conferences and Units, 
was clarified as to meaning of terms. This mat- 


yf 


ter had received the attention of the Advisory 
Board during its Round Table discussions earlier 
in the convention. The new definitions were 
formulated, accepted and approved. 

Section 11, Committees, received considerable 
attention. The duties of Committeemen and the 
conditions of their acceptance of appointments 
and ability to serve were more emphatically de- 
clared. 

Section 12, Activities, was read and adopted 
without changes. 

Section 13, Meetings: Sub-head “a” concern- 
ing mid-winter conferences was deleted and a 
new paragraph regarding registration fees at con- 
ventions was inserted. 

Section 14, Nominations and Elections, was re- 
cast completely, because sub-heads “a”, “b”, “c” 
and “d” were thought to be too specific as to 
time and were, therefore, confusing in practice. 
The new arrangement offered, was regarded as 
more elastic and workable. The amendments 
were adopted. 

Section 15, Publications: Here the entire re- 
vision proposed by the committee was deleted, 
but the original wording of the earlier Constitu- 
tion was retained. By agreement at this stage in 
the proceedings, there was suspension of delibera- 
tions ordered, to permit the Resolutions Com- 
mittee to report. 


AMENDMENTS AND By-Laws 

The discussion of the amendments and by- 
laws was the next order of business. 

Section 1, “a”, on procedure for amendments 
was revised by deleting the phrase “that vote 
must be taken by secret ballot”. 

Section 1, “b”, on procedure for by-laws was 
accepted as read. 

Section 2, “a”, regarding automatic succession 
of the Vice-President to the office of President: 
Here the motion was made, seconded and adopt- 
ed. The retiring officer was given a place for two 
years as a member of the Advisory Board, but 
not of the Executive Council, as proposed by the 
committee. 

Section 6, “d”, Duties of officers, was adopted 
without change. 

Section 7, “e”, Votes by correspondence by the 
Executive Council, was read and that part of the 
paragraph was deleted, which placed a time limit 
for response by its members. Sub-head “f” was 
accepted as read. Sub-head “g” dealing with 
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absences, was revised to read that appointments 
of proxies for absent Executive Council members 
shall be determined by the President and attend- 
ing Executive Council members to meet the emer- 
gency existing, by reason of the necessity of a 
quorum for the transaction of business at the 
time of conventions. 

Section 12, “e”, Finance Committee, was re- 
vised so as to make only an annual report neces- 
sary. 

Section 17, Finances, Budgets, Appropriations 
and Expenditures, was adopted as read. 

Section 18, Affiliations, was the final provision. 
A motion was made and seconded that no ac- 
tion be taken at this time on this particular sec- 
tion. A standing vote to table amendment re- 
sulted in a tie. The motion was, therefore, lost 
by the deciding vote of the chairman of the com- 
mittee. This concluded the work of the Associa- 
tion and an adjournment sine die was moved at 
12:25 p. m.
